We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, submit to 
your Excellency this our Thirteenth Annual Report under the 
statute 85 & 36 Tie., cap. 69, entitled “The Local Government 
Board (Ireland) Act, 1872,” relating to our proceedings up to 
the 31st March, 1SS5. 



Poor Relief. 



1. We submit, in the first place, in continuation of similar 
returns in previous Annual Reports, summaries of weekly returns, 
showing the number of persons in receipt of relief, in the work- 
houses and out of the workhouses, at the close of each of the fifty- 
two weeks from the week ended 9th February, 1S81, to the week 
ended 31st January, 18S5, both inclusive; and we annex two 
diagrams,* in illustration of these and previous returns, showing 
the fluctuations which have occurred from week to week in the 
number of workhouse inmates and the number of persons in 
receipt of out-door relief respectively, during theyeaT terminate! 
on the latter date and each of the six preceding years.

3. In our last Annual Report we drew attention to the fact 
that the returns for the year ended February, 1S84, showed a 
decrease in the average daily number of persons relieved in the 
workhouses as compared with the number so relieved in the pi’o- 
eeding year, but that there had been an increase in the number of 
persons who received out-door relief. 

We have now to report that the returns for the year just 
ended show a still further decline in the number of persons 
relieved in the workhouses, whilst there is also a considerable 
diminution in the average daily number of persons who received 
out-door relief, as compared with any of the four preceding years. 
Your Excellency will observe that the number of persons who 
received in-door relief in the year 1884-5, is less than the number 
so relieved in any of the other years included in the above table; 
and, from the decrease shown in the number of persons who 
received out-door relief, we think there is reason to entertain the 
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hope that the number receiving this class of relief may soon 
bear a not unfavourable comparison with the figures representing 
the amount of relief administered in this form prior to the period 
of distress which commenced in 1S80-S1. The tables given 
above show that the average daily number in the workhouses 
during the past year was 47,327, and on out-door relief 57,820, 
making a total of 105,156 which is less than the average daily 
number relieved in and out of the workhouses in the previous 
year by-4,464. 

4. The following is a statement of the number of persons in 
workhouses and on out-door relief in the last week of each 
month during the year ended 31st January last, and in the cor- 
responding weeks of the preceding year, ended 2nd February, 
18S4 ; and your Excellency will observe a very appreciable 
decrease in the number of persons who were in receipt of in-door 
and out-door relief, respectively, in each month throughout the 
past year, as compared with the numbers who were in receipt 
of the same forms of relief in the corresponding months of the 
year 1883-4.

It will be observed from the above that there has been a decrease 
of 1,971 in the total number admitted in sickness, and a decrease 
of 1,649 in the number admitted who were not sick, thus show- 
ing a decrease of 3,620 in the total number admitted during the 
year as compared with the previous year. Tho number suffering 
from fever or other contagious disease was less by 681 than in the 
previous year, and the total number of persons relieved in work-

The total number of deaths in the workhouses in the fifty-two 
weeks comprised in the table has been 11,238. In the corre- 



sponding table in the last Annual Report the total number of 
deaths was 12,405; so that there has been a decrease of 1,187 
deaths, as compared with the number in the previous year. 

Deaths by fever were 510, as against 504 ; by lung disease, 
1,929, as against 2,213 ; and deaths by small-pox 1, as against 11 
in the previous year. 

Obphans and Deserted Childben. 



10. The number of orphans and deserted children out at nurse 
from the workhouses in Ireland, under the provisions of the Act 
39 and 40 Vic., c. 38, on the 31st January last was 2,527, being 
an increase of 74 over the number on the corresponding date in 
the preceding year. 
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Emigration. 11 

Seed Supply. 

1 1. With respect to the loans under the Seed Supply Act, we 
were able in our two last Reports to speak favourably of the 
progress of the collection for the repayment of that debt, and the 
collection still proceeds, on the whole, satisfactorily. 

The amount advanced to Boards of Guardians in the year 1SS0 
under the Seed Supply Act, after crediting the unions with the 
sums refunded, was £598, 30U 10s. 9 d. Of this £49G,6So Is. ad. 
was paid up to the 31st March, 1SS5, leaving only £101,621 Gs. 44. 
due on that date. The last instalment of this debt will uot be 
due till the month of August in this year. 

Emigration. 

12. Our proceedings under the emigration clauses of the Arrears 
of Rent (Ireland) Act were referred to in our Report for 1883, 
so far as they had been carried out to the month of March in 
that year, and in paragraph 14 of our last report we continued 
the account of proceedings under those clauses, and also detailed 
the steps then being taken under them and under the Tramways 
and Public Companies (Ireland) Act, 1883, the sum of £50,000, 
in addition to the £100,000 previously granted under the Arrears 
of Rent Act, having been allocated for emigration purposes. 

As mentioned in that report a desire existed amongst the 
Boards of Guardians of the poorer unions to participate further 
in the emigration grant, and the Committee of “ Mr. Tube’s 
Eund ” continued to superintend state-aided emigration as before; 
their operations were carried on in the Swiueford Union, in 
addition to the district in which they had worked in 1883, and 
also in an additional part of Newport Union and in Arranmore 
Island (Glenties Union), and additional parts of Galway Union.

Details of the operations generally during the year 1884 will be found 
in a report made by Mr. John Koss-of-Bladensburg which is given in the 
Appendix carrying the proceedings up to the 25th of August.*

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The grants made to unions in the two seasons up to 25th 
August amounted, it will be seen, to £120,006 5s. 5 d. y and the 
expense of management up to that date was £6,217 7s. 4*1 
making a total of £126,223 12s. 9d. } and leaving available out of 
the sum of £150,000, provided for emigration purposes, a balance 
of £23,776 7s. 3d. 

A few persons, previously selected, were since allowed to leave 
of these, two went to the United States and seventeen to 
Australia, The grant allotted to them was £135 10s. 

As in our last Report, we have to bear testimony to the 
assistance afforded by the Naval authorities in the embarkation 
of the emigrants, which was effected with as much comfort and 
convenience as possible. 

13. We now continue the series of recent statistics by repeat- 
ing, with one additional year, the table showing the number of 
persons assisted by Boards of Guardians to emigrate under the 
provisions of the Irish Poor Relief Acts, and the cost incurred 
for that purpose in each year, that is to say, for thirty-five years 
ended on the 25th of March.

14. In paragraph 10 of our Report for 1884, we gave an account 
of the proceedings under the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1883, 
from the passing of the Act up to the date of our Report. 

At that time we were unable to express a decided opinion as 
to the extent of the operation of the Act during the year, but 
from the information then before us we estimated that wo should 
be able to make Orders confirming improvement schemes which 
would enable Sanitary Authorities to provide over 2,800 labourers’

When the Provisional Orders above referred to were duly 
confirmed by Parliament, wc apprised the several Sanitary 
Authorities of the fact and on the 13th August we issued a 
circular* enclosing a memorandum its to the proceedings necessary 
for the exercise of the compulsory powers of the Lands Clauses 
Acts for obtaining lands necessary for carrying the scheme into 
execution where resort is had to that course. 

The Sanitary Authorities then proceeded to take the steps de- 
tailed in the memorandum, on the completion of which the Com- 
missioners of Public Works appointed arbitrators to determine 
and make awards as to the amounts to be paid to the several 
parties whose lands were required for the purposes of the im- 
provement schemes. 

In some unions the proceedings are more advanced than in

In several of the remaining cases the applications of the Sani- 
tary Authorities for the loans required have been duly considered, 
and we are prepared to express our sanction to thorn on tho plans 
and specifications of tho proposed cottages being amended so as 
to satisfy the requirements laid down by the Board. 

In a circular! of the 26th November, 1SS4, we intimated that 
the loans would be issued by instalments, the first instalment in 
each ease amounting to the sum estimated to pay legal and other 
incidental expenses and to purchase the land required to eaixy 
out the scheme, and the remainder of the loan (to be applied to 
the expenses of the buildings) to be divided into such instal- 
ments as may be determined in each ease. 

Active steps are being taken in many cases to acquire tho 
necessary lands and erect the cottages authorized, but in some 
instances the Sanitary Authorities have deferred taking proceed- 
ings to carry out schemes authorized by Act of Parliament, pend- 
ing an expected amendment of the law which may afford greater 
facilities for carrying the Act into execution.

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In the cases of four unions (Dunmanway, Dunshanglilin, 
Mallow and Youghal), from which petitions were presented List 
year, the proceedings were not sufficiently advanced to admit of 
orders being prepared in 1884. but the Orders have now been 
issued and sent for confirmation by Parliament this session.

In view of the petitions likely to be presented by Sanitary 
Authorities in 1885, we deemed it necessary from our increased 
experience to issue, on the 2oth of September, 1SS4, a circular 
forwarding a revised memorandum of instructions on the subject 
of applications for Provisional Orders under the Act with a view, 
especially, to obviate unnecessary expense in the preliminary 
proceedings of the Sanitary Authority and to avoid delays and 
difficulty in the subsequent stages.*

Of the foregoing twenty-seven cases we have, after considera- 
tion of the petitions, been enabled to direct local inquiries to be 
held by our Inspectors in twenty- 0110 , in two others proceedings 
are deferred at the request of the Sanitary Authority, and in the 
remaining four the schemes were found on examination to Vic 
informal. 

Inquiries have been held up to the present in nineteen of the 
twenty-one ordered, and the work connected with the considera- 
tion of the Inspectors’ reports and the preparation oi the 
necessary Orders is being proceeded with. 

In the several cases this year we have caused our Inspectors, 
after the local inquiries, to visit the sites proposed by Sanitary 
Authorities, and inspect the plots of land, in order that, if neces- 
sary, they may be able to speak from personal experience as to 
their suitability for the purpose intended. 

The 11th section of the Labourers’ Act enables Boards of 
Guardians, acting as the Sanitary Authority, to enforce orders 
made under section I of the Labourers’ Cottages and Allotments 
Act, 1S82, or under section 19 of the Land Act, 1881, for pro- 
viding accommodation for labourers employed on any bolding, 
and the Board, on the 20th ’January, 18S5, issued a circular* to 
the Sanitary Authority in unions where such orders had been 
made and appeared to liavo been unattended to, calling their 
attention to the desirability of exercising their powers under 
the 11th section. The result has been that many orders have 
since been obeyed, and fines have boon imposed where thoro 
has been neglect or disobedience of the orders.

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Hence it will bo seen that while the total expenditure of Poor 
Hates, for poor relief, medical relief, burial-grounds, sanitary 
measures, superannuation, payments under th e Contagions Diseases 
(Animals) Act, payments under the National School Teachers 
Act, and all other purposes, was, in 1S83, £1,326,963; the 
expenditure in 1884 was £1,286,735. 

The sanitary expenditure for the year 1SS4 was £58,S44 in 
comparison w'ith £52,285 in the previous year. 



Medical Chakities Act, and Vaccination Acts. 

IS. We next submit to your Excellency the report of our pro- 
ceedings under these Acts for the year ended 30th September, 
1884. 

The annexed table exhibits, in the usual form, the fluctuations 
in the number of eases in which medical relief was afforded 
under the Medical Charities Act, during each of the twelve 
years ended 30th September, 1884, in each province, and for the 
whole of Ireland. 

The cases are distinguished, as usual, into those prescribed for 
at the dispensaries, and those attended at the patients’ houses, 
each class of cases occupying a separate column. 

In Ulster there has been a decrease of 6,20G in the number of 
cases proscribed for at the dispensaries, and a decrease of 6,87G 
in the number of those attended at their own houses. 

In Munster there has been an increase of 1,709 in the number 
of cases prescribed for at the dispensaries, and a decrease of 2,167 
in the number of those attended at their own houses. 

In Leinster there has been an increase of 3,753 in the number 
of cases prescribed for at the dispensaries, and a decrease of 5,071 
in the number of those attended at their own houses. 

In Connaught there has been a decrease of Oil in the number 
of cases prescribed for at the dispensaries, and a decrease of 1,603 
in the number of those attended at their own houses. 

The last three columns in the table show a decrease of 17,31 2 
cases for all Ireland, including both classes, as compared with 
the previous year - . 

It will also be seen from the table that there was a decrease 
of 17,357 in the number of cases in 18S2 as compared with 1S81, 
and a decrease of 9,27 1 in the number of cases in 1SS3 as com- 
pared with 1SS2. It is satisfactory to observe the further 
decrease in the number of cases for the year 18S4 as compared 
with the number prescribed for and attended in 1883.

The deaths in workhouses from small-pox in 1884, were 
less by 10 than the number in 18SS ; and the number of eases 
treated in Dispensary Districts under the Medical Charities Act 
was 03 less than in the previous year. 

The foregoing return of the cases in the several provinces 
shows that the disease was most prevalent in the province of 
Ulster.

Burial Grounds. 

29. Orders have been made and gazetted prohibiting further 
interments in the burial grounds named hereunder : — 

1. The burial ground attached to St. Kevin’s Church, in 

the parish of St. Peter, in the city of Dublin. 

2, Tho burial space within the walls of the Old Abbey 

Church of Sleelick, in the parish of Meelick, Portumna

4, The burial ground attached to the Protestant Church,

Of these Orders, three were made subject to certain exceptions 
mentioned therein, and we retain power to grant licences for 
burial in certain eases, from time to time, if it should appear to 
us expedient to do so. 



Public Health. 

30. Our report upon Public Health is continued from tho last 
Annual Report. Details were given therein of the operations in 
rogai'd to sewerage and water-supply under the provisions of tho 
Public Health Act, 1878, in continuation of the detail of pro- 
ceedings under the Act of 1874 ; the extent of those operations is 
still in some degree measured in Rural Districts by the number 
of the Orders under seal, fixing the area of charge for each such 
operation, together with the loans borrowed for these purposes 
through the Public "Works Commissioners. 

In the year 1875-70 the number of such Orders was 79; in 
1876-77 it was 89 ; in 1S77-78 it was 122 ; in 1878-79 it was 
117 ; in 1879-80 it was 126 ; in 1880-81 it was 103 ; in 1881-82 
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it was 79 ; in 1382-83 it was S3, and in 1883-84 it was 79. 
Fi'om 25th March, 1884, to the 25th March, 1885, the number of 
additional Orders has been 102, issued to 65 different unions. 

On the whole, therefore, 979 Orders, fixing areas of charge for 
sewerage or water-supply, or both, have been issued during the 
last ten years. 

These Orders have been applied for by 159 different Boards 
of Guardians out of 163 acting for Rural Sanitary Districts. 

The preceding statements relate to Rural Sanitary Districts. 
In Urban Districts all sanitary expenses are chargeable upon 
funds levied from the whole district. 



Loans 

31. In both Urban and Rural Sanitary Districts a considerable 
part of the expenditure on sewerage, water-supply, and other 
local improvements is carried out by means of loans which, on 
the recommendation of the Local Government Board, are issued 
to the Sanitary Authority in each ease by the Public Works 
Commissioners for Ireland.

This expenditure, which is independent of disbursements from 
the current rates for the same, purposes, relates mainly to the cost 
of structural works for water-supply and sewerage. 

The amount of sanitary expenditure in Rural Sanitary Districts 
amounted in the year ended 29th September, 1884, to £58,S44, 
in comparison with £52,285 in the preceding year. 



Artizans and Labourers’ Dwellings Act, 1875. 

32. In paragraph 33 of our Lost Report we continued the 
account of proceedings taken under the Artizans and Labourers’ 
Dwellings Act, 1875, up to that time, and now furnish the follow- 
ing further information : — 



Dublin — Plenjcet-street Area. 

The area having been cleaved tenders wore invited from 
persons willing to lease the site and erect tbereon buildings of 
the requisite character ; but there was no response to the adver- 
tisement, and it was finally determined to lease the area to the 
“Artizans’ Dwellings Company ” for a period of 200 years at an 
annual rent of £140. 

The plan submitted by this company provided for the erection, 
at a cost of £15,000, of 73 two-storey cottages, 44 one-storey 
cottages, and of 24 tenements, to provide for 24 families; the 
weekly rents vary according to the circumstances from 6s. to 
2s. 0(7. a week, and the plots of ground adjoining the parochial 
school and presbytery are let at an annual rent of £10 ; besides 
the space on which a business bouse stands valued at £40 a year ; 
the total rental being thus £190. 

The entire area covers 3 acres, 2 roods, and 22 perches. The 
number of houses cleared off it is stated to be 150, of which 1 (i were 
other than tenement houses, 127 tenement, and 16 ruinous and 
uninhabitable houses. 

The number of persons who lived in the houses in the area 
before it was cleared was 1,619. 

The total cost of acquiring the property was £19,115 12s. 10tZ.; 
the balance of the sum, namely' £27,000, borrowed for clearing the 
area, being expended in law costs, valuation, and other expenses, 
including the making of roads, construction of sewers, and laying 
of water mains. 

Cork, and Belfast. 

No further action has been taken under the Act in Cork other 
than that already detailed in our last report; nor has anything 
further been done in Belfast. 

In Limerick and Londonderry no steps have-been taken. 

Section 20 of the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1883, extended the 
Artizans and Labourers’ Dwellings Act, 1875, to towns having a

population of 12,000, and also empowered us by Provisional 
Order to enable Commissioners of towns with less than that 
population to take advantage of its provisions. 

The Town Commissioners of Tkurles, Trim, and Parsonstowu 
have applied for such Orders, and they have been issued in regard 
to the two first named towns, the Order in the case of Thurles 
having been confirmed by Parliament, that in the ease of Trim 
being now before Parliament for confirmation. In the ease of 
Parsonstown the Town Commissioners withdrew their applica- 
tion for the present. 



DeEAKTHENTAL Af.IUXG FMEXTS. 

33. With a view to the better supervision of the administration 
of the Medical Charities and Public Health Acts, and the 
inspection of the dispensary and sanitary districts throughout 
Ireland, it has been decided to revert to tiie arrangement which 
existed before the year 1S6S, and to cause the above mentioned 
duties to ho discharged by Medical Inspectors, the other Inspec- 
tors continuing to aid in the execution of the Acts for the relief 
of the poor, and business of a non-medical character. 

The expenditure which this arrangement, entails has boon 
sanctioned by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Trea- 
sury, and we have now divided Ireland into eight districts to be 
placed in charge of the general Inspectors, and into four districts, 
nearly conterminous with the four provinces, to be placed in charge 
of the Medical Inspectors. 

The correspondence on the subject, and a copy of the letter 
of instructions which we have addressed to the Medical Inspec- 
tors, pointing out the duties to he discharged by them under 
the new arrangement, will he found in the Appendix to our 
Report.* 

Since our last Report we have lost by death the services of 
two ot our Inspectors — Dr. Roughen, who died on 7th May, and 
Mr. Armstrong, who died on loth February last. The vacancies 
thus caused have been filled, respectively, by the appointment of 
Dr. Stewart Woodhouse, who had previously served as temporary 
Inspector, and Captain Francis S. Sampson, who had been a 
member of the Committee appointed to carry out the provisions 
of the emigration clauses of the Arrears of Rent (Ireland) Act, 
ISS2. 

Another Inspector, Dr. Frederick X. MacCabo, has been appointed 
Medical Officer of the Prisons Board (Ireland), and Dr. George 
P. O’Farrell, Medical Officer of the Boyle Dispensary District, has 
been appointed to the vacancy. 

Two other Inspectors, Mr. W. A. Power and Dr. Brodie, have 
also recently retired, and Mr. William L. Micks, who has been 
for some time Assistant Secretary to the Land Commission, anil 
Dr. John Todd, Medical Officer of the Newtownstewart Dispensary 
District have been appointed in their place.

I. — ORDERS. 

No. 1 . — General Order lor Elections to supply Vacancies m 

Boards of Guardians, for year ending 25tli March, 1JSS5. 

To tiie Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed : to the Returning Officer and other 
Officers in each of the said Unions respectively, and to all other Persons 
whom it may concern : 

Whereas by reason of default of election, disqualification, resignation, 
refusal to act, or otherwise, the proper number of Guardians does not 
exist in the Unions, Electoral Divisions, Wards and Districts thereof 
mentioned in the Schedule to this Order ; and it is expedient fertile due 
administration of the Laws for the Relief of the Poor that such vacancies 
should he supplied. 

Now Therefore, under the authority of the Statute made and passed 
in the Second Year ol* the Reigned her present Majesty. Queen Victoria, 
entitled Ci An Act for the more effectual Relief of the Destitute Poor in 
Ireland," ami of the several Acts in force amending the same, and 
providing for the execution of the Laws for Porlicf of the Poor in 
Ireland, we, the Local Government Board for Ireland, do hereby order 
and direct that — 

1. The Returning Officer of each of the Unions in the arid Schedule 
mentioned shall proceed in the manner and according to the form 
prescribed in the Order regulating the Election of Guardians now in 
force in such Union, for the Election of a Guardian or Guardians to 
supply ' the present vacancy or vacancies in the number of Guardians 
required in the several Electoral Divisions, Wards and Districts named 
in the said Schedule against the name of the Union to which he is 
Returning Officer. 

2. The Returning Officer shall give Notice of the Election to supply 
such vacancy or vacancies, in the Form of Notice hereunto annexed.

No. 2 . — General Order Assessing upon Contributory Unions 
under the National School Teachers’ Act, their respective 
proportions of Results Fees for the year ending 31st March, 
18S5. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule to this Order ; to the Treasurer of each of such 
Unions ; and to all persons whom It may concern : 

Whereas We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, havo re- 
ceived from the Commissioners of National Education an Estimate for 
tbe year ending the 31st day of March, 1885, of the full amount 
payable as Results Fees in respect of Pnpils attending the National 
Schools in each of the Unions which have become contributory Unions, 
under an Act passed in tlie Thirty-ninth year of the Reign of Her 
present Majesty, Qneen Victoria, entitled “ An Act to provide for 
additional Payments to Teachers of National Schools in Ireland 

And Whereas the Unions which havo become contributory under 
the said Act are those of which tho Names are placed in the iirat column 
of the Schedule hereto : 

And Whereas by the said Act it is enacted that the Commissioners 
of National Education shall require the Local Government Board in 
every year to provide a sum equal to one-third of such full amount 
payable as Results Fees as aforesaid, and that the said Local Govern- 
ment Board shall thereafter provide such sum in the manner by the 
said Act prescribed ; and the Local Government Board have received 
from the Commissioners of National Education a requisition to pro- 
vide, in the year 1884-85, a sum equal to one-third of Bnch full amount 
aforesaid : 

And Whereas it is by the said Act further enacted—* 1 Upon the 
receipt of every such estimate tho Local Government Board shall by an 
Older under their Seal assess upon each contributory Union a sum equal 
to one-third of the full amount payable as results fees in respect of 
pupils attending the National schools in such contributory union, and 
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shall transmit a copy of sucli order to the guardians and Iikowi.se to the 
treasurer of such contributory union, stating the amount so assessed on 
such contributory union.” 

And it is further enacted that “ forthwith on the receipt of such 
order by the treasurer of any contributory uniou lie shall, out of the 
funds then lying in his hands to the credit of the guardians of sucli 
union, or if there shall be then no suiHeient assets, out of the moueys 
next received by him and placed to the credit of such guardians, pay 
over the amoimt so assessed on such contributory union to the Bank of 
Ireland, to be there placed to the credit of the Commissioners of Edu- 
cation to a separate accoimt, to be entitled “The Results Bees Account:” 
Lind that the guar liars of such contributory union shall in their account 
with the electoral divisions of such contributory union debit each 
electoral division with its proportion of the said amoimt according to 
the net annual value for the time being of the property rateable to the 
rates for the relief of the destitute poor in each such division 

And Whereas it is provided bv the said Act that if in any financial 
year the sum provided by the Local Government Board in respect of 
any contributory union exceeds the amount required for the purposes of 
the Act in such year in respect of such contributory union, such over- 
plus shall Ijc carried to the credit of the next following financial year, 
and in such last-mentioned year only such sum shall Ije raised by 
assessment on such contributory union as shall be necessary in addition 
thereto to make up the sum which would in the ordinary course under 
the said Act be required to be provided by the Local Government 
Board in respect of sucli contributory union in such next following year : 

And Whereas we have received from, the Commissioners of National 
Education a statement of the surplus of previous assessments, as set 
forth in the fourth column of the Schedule hereto : 

Now therefore, in pursuance of the powers vested in us by the 
said Act, We do hereby assess upon each of the unions named in 
the first column of the Schedule hereto the amoimt set opposite to its 
name in the fifth column, such sum being equal to one-third of such 
full amount payable as Results Fees as aforesaid by such Union, as set 
forth in the second column of the said Schedule, less the amount of 
surplus of previous assessments as set forth in the fourth column.

No. S. — General Order. — Forms of Making Rate. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in tho 
Schedule hereunto annexed , to the Clerks of the said Unions, 
and to all other persons whom it may concern : 

Whereas by a General Order under our Seal, bearing date tho tenth 
day of June, 1880, We the Local Government Board for Ireland, did 
prescribe the forms in which Rates should thereafter be made iu tbo 
several Unions iu Ireland, and tho particulars which should bo contained 
in the Rate Books of the same : 

And Whereas, having regard to tho provisions of “ Tlio Representa- 
tion of the People Act, 1881, Sec. £1," it is necessary to prescribe the 
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Forms in which Bates shall hereafter lie made in the several Unions in 
Ireland, and the particulars which shall be contained in the Bate Books 
of the same : 

Now therefore, We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, do here- 
by order, direct and declare, that every Bate to be made by the Guardians 
or other Officers competent to the making of a Bate, in every Union 
named in the Schedule hereunto annexed, shall hereafter be made in one 
of the Forms hereinafter set forth, as the case may be, that is to say, in 
all Unions or parts of Unions not comprised within any of the Boroughs 
named in Schedule A or Schedule B annexed to an Act passed in the 
Fourth Year of the Beign of Her Majesty, intituled, “An Act for the 
Regulation of Municipal Corporations in Ireland,” or within any other 
Town to which a Charter of Incorporation may under the said Act be 
granted, the Rato shall be made in the Form No. 1, hereunto amiexed ; 
and in all Unions or parts of Unions comprised within any of such 
Boroughs, except the Borough of Dublin, the Bate shall be made in the 
Form No. 2, hereunto annexed. 

And We do hereby further Order, Direct, and Declare, that the 
Forms in use for the current Bates shall be so supplemented and 
amended as to make provision for the insertion therein of all the 
particulars required by the Forms hereunto annexed.

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II.— CIRCULARS, &c. 

No. 1. — Number of Votes to be allowed to an Immediate Lessor. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 

Sir, Gtli December, 1884-. 

The question has frequently arisen how Owners or Immediate 
Lessors of property claiming to vote at Elections of Guardians under 
the provisions of Section 17 of the Act 25 and 26 Vic., cap. 83, should 
be dealt with, having regard to the last paragraph of Section 81 of the 
Act 1 and 2 Vic., cap. 56, which provides that for the purpose of 
ascertaining the number of votes to which a Ratepayer shall be entitled, 
the aggregate amount of the valuation of the property in respect of 
which he claims to vote shall be taken to be the annual value, and it 
has been the custom of the Local Government Board, acting on tho 
advice of Counsel, to instruct Returning Officers that inasmuch as the 
right to vote which is given to the Immediate Lessor by the Act 25 and 
26 Vic., cap. 83, is to vote “ in the same manner as Occupiers,” he 
should, for the purposes of voting, be regarded as if he were the 
occupier of the property, and that, with the view of ascertaining the 
number of votes the value of the property for which he is rated as 
Immediate Lessor should be aggregated with the value of the property 
for which he is rated as the actual Occupier. 

A case lately occurred in which a Guardian elected obtained a 
majority of votes by reason of the Returning Officer having adopted a 
course different from that above indicated, and allowed a voter to give 
separate votes in respect of property in his occupation and of property 
for which he was rated as Immediate Lessor, and the Local Government 
Board issued an order setting aside the Return made by the Returning 
Officer, and ordered a new Election. 

Exception was taken to the validity of the ruling of the Local Govern- 
ment Board in this case, on the ground that a Ratepayer was entitled to 
votes arising out of the property in his actual occupation and to 
additional votes in respect of any property for which, he was rated as 
Owner or Immediate Lessor, and that his right to those additional votes 
was not affected by the terms of the last paragraph of Section 81 of the 
Act 1 and 2 Vic., cap. 56. 

Proceedings were then taken in the Queen’s Bench Division of the 
High Court of J ustice with the view of having the Order of the Local 
Government Board quashed, but the Queen’s Bench Division upheld 
the ruling of the Board. 

An Appeal was, however, subsequently made from the decision of 
the Queen’s Bench Division to Her Majesty's Court of Appeal in 
Ireland, and the Court of Appeal reversed the decision of the Queen’s 
Bench Division, being of opinion that a person rated as the occupier of 
property, and also as the Immediate Lessor of holdings valued at 
and under is entitled to vote in respect of each class of property, 
separately, and that the valuations of both properties should not be 
aggregated in computing the number of votes to be allowed. 

The Local Government Board think it right to give you this infor- 
mation for your guidance in conducting Elections in future.

In pursuance of the 4th Section of “The National School Teachers 
(Ireland) Act, 1875,” the Local Government Board for Ireland transmit 
to you herewith, to be laid before the Board of Guardians of Union, 
the notice which they are required by that Section to transmit, on or 
before the 1st clay of January, to the Guardians of every union which 
shall not at such time be a contributory union within the meaning of 
the Act. 

The notice now transmitted, as in the case of the notice which was 
transmitted on the 27th December, 1883, requires the Guardians within 
forty days from the receipt thereof, to inform the Local Government 
Board whether, for the purpose of increasing the remuneration of the 
Teachers of National Schools within the union, they arc willing to make! 
their union a contributory union within the meaning of the Act, and 
the Guardians will observe therefore that by the present notice they 
are now called upon in pursuance of the requirement of the Act, to 
decide whether they will become contributory for the year 1885-86 
(that is for the year commencing on the 1st April next), and subse- 
quent years, until the resolution to contribute be legally revoked. 

The Board forwarded with their circular of the 30th August, 1875, a 
copy of the Act, and of various other documents relating to this subject, 
and they desire to refer the Board of Guardians to that circular and 
the documents which accompanied it, for any information which they 
may require before replying to the enclosed notice. 

The Board have to add that the Commissioners of National Educa- 
tion have furnished them with an estimate of the probable amount 
which will be payable by the Guardians of the several unions in results 
fees to teachers of National Schools within the respective unions for the 
year 1885-86, and the liability which according to this estimate, the 
Guardians will incur by making their union a contributory one is nob 
expected to exceed £

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No. 3.— Election of Guardians. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
Sir, 12th January, 1885. 

1. The Local Government Board for Ireland desire to call your at- 
tention to the General Order dated the 2nd January, 1SG3, regulating 
the conduct of Elections of Guardians in the several Unions hi Ireland, 
a Copy of which Order was transmitted with the Circular of the Poor 
Law Commissioners, dated the lGtli of that month. 

2. That Order rescinds the Order of the 2Gth January, 1832, as well 
as all previous Orders, except such portions thereof as may have ap- 
pointed the Clerk for the time being to be the Returning Officer, and 
may not have been rescinded by any subsequent Order; and except such 
portions thereof as may have fixed the value of the Qualification for the 
Oliice of Guardian, and may nut have been rescinded or altered bv any 
subsequent Order. Under Article 1 of the Order of the 2nd January, 
1SG3, the Clerk for the time Wing (except in cases where the Order 
appointing the Clerk may have been rescinded) will continue to be the 
Returning Otlicer, and the same Article, it will be seen, pruvides for the 
performance of the duties of Returning Officer in case of Vacancy in the 
Oltiec of Clerk, or in case of the Clerk ’wing prevented by sickness or 
accident, or other sufficient cause front the performance of his duties, 
the Guardians being empowered, in either of those events, to appoint 
some person to perform sueh of the duties, imposed by the Order upon 
the Returning Otlicer, ns shall then remain to ho performed. 

You will bo so good as to read carefully and attend to the following 
observations : — 

Collector*. 

3. Under Articles 3, 12, 14, 22, and 31, of the General Order the 
Collectors of Poor Rate in the Uniou are to assist the Returning Otlicer 
as heretofore in the Election, at the times and for the purposes therein 
indicated. These Regulations impose no fresh duties on the Collectors, 
but it will be proper for you to call the attention ot each of them to 
those Regulations before the next Election takes place. 

Distribution and Collection of Voting Papers. 

4. The Police who may be employed as heretofore, in posting the 
Notices of the Election and in distributing and collecting Voting Papers, 
will receive their instructions from their own superior Qilicers; but in 
case their services in any instance should not be available in sufficient 
number for the latter duty, the Returning Officer should take care to 
furnish any other persons who may be employed by him, in pursuance 
of Ar ticle 2 of the General Order, for the distribution and collection of 
the Voting Papers, with proper lists and instructions for their guidance, 
in accordance with Articles IS, 10, 21, 23, 24, and 28, of the Order. 

5. Where it has happened in previous Elections that the assistance or 
the Police has not been available, or has not been available to sufficient 
extent, for the distribution and collection of Voting Papers witliiu the 
prescribed period, applications have, in some instances, been received for 
sanction to the employment of the Collectors of Poor Rates, and of Re- 
lieving Officers, in this service, where it may be necessary to issue Voting 
Papa's. It is desirable that, where practicable, this duty should be per- 
formed by responsible officers ; and as it will, according to the regulations, 
occupy only two or at most four days, and will therefore not cause any 
material interruption of the ordinary duties of the Union Officers re* 
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ferred to, the Local Government Board arc prepared to sanction their 
being employed to assist in performing the duty in question, provided 
the Board of Guardians permit them to ho so employed, for which per- 
mission it will he your duty, where necessary, to apply. If the services 
of the Police and Union Officers should not ho available or sufficient, 
you will have to employ other trustworthy persons acquainted with the 
respective localities, as far as practicable, in accordance with the regula- 
tion contained in Article 2 of the General Order. But you will first 
take care to ascertain whether you can obtain the services of the Police 
iir sufficient number or not, before you employ any other persons ; and 
you will only resort to the employment of the Officers of the Union or 
other persons, in case you camiot obtain the assistance of the Police in 
sufficient number. 



Preparation of Tyists of Voters. 

G. Should some additional assistance be necessary for enabling you, in 
case of contests, to prepare the requisite Lists of V otors, and complete 
the proceedings in the Election at the times prescribed by the General 
Order, the Local Government Board will be prepared to sanction such 
assistance for so long as may be absolutely requisite, on receiving a com- 
munication from you, setting forth the circumstances which render the 
application neccssamj, the particular pitrposcs for which assistance is re- 
quired, and the extent of assistance required. 

Notice of Election. 

7. One of your first duties will he to issue the Notice of tho Election, 
which is to be posted on the 25th of February. Tho Notieo is to set 
forth the Names of the Electoral Divisions, the qualification and number 
of Guardians to be elected for each, with other particulars prescribed in 
the General Order. You should, in due time before the 25th February, 
give notice of application to the Constabulary for their assistance in 
posting the Notices, as heretofore ; and you will afterwards forward the 
copies of the Notices to the propeij Constabulary Stations. Due notice 
should, likewise be given to the Constabulary when it becomes necessary 
to apply for their services in the distribution and collection of Voting 
Papers, apprising them of the probable extent of tho duty to be per- 
formed. 

Dates for Various Proceedings. 

8, Tlie following are the days upon which tho several proceedings in 
the ensuing Election arc to be taken, in pursuance of the Order : — 

25th February — Issue of Notice of Election. (Art. 9.) 

4th March — Last day for receiving Nomination Papers, which can be 
received up to 5 o’clock, p.m., on that day. (Art. 1 1.) 

9lh March— .List of Candidates to be prepared and forwarded : (Art. 

15.) — List of Voters to be prepared in case of contest. 

The last day for receiving Statements of Claim to Vote, and Ap- 
pointment of Proxies (G & 7 Vic., c. 92, § 24, and 25 & 2G Vic., c. 
83, § 1 5) — so as to be available in this Election, will be the 20th 
February j and in case of contests, the Lists of llatepaycrs making 
Statements are to be made up to that day. (Art. 18.) 

12th Marcli--Appli cation to be made to Constabulary for assistance in 
distributing Voting Papers, where necessary, which should after- 
wards be transmitted to them, with the List of Voters, in due time for 
distribution on the day prescribed for the purpose. 

17th March — List of occupying Tenants who are entitled to Vote, having 
paid rates required to be paid, is to be made up to this day. 
(Art. 22.) . 4 
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18th March — Day for issuing Voting papers, and following day, if needful- 
(Art. 21.) 

20th March — Day for collecting Voting Papers, and following day, if 
necessary. (Art. 28.) 

21st March — Time for applying for Voting Papers, where not duly re- 
ceived by persons entitled, expires. (Art. 29, 30.) 

23rd March — Time for delivering to Returning Officer Voting Papers that 
may not have been duly collected, expires. (Art. 31.) 

25th March — Return of Guardians to be made (Art. 35) ; or within 34 days 
after the 25th of March. (Art. 36.) 

Forms. 

9. Previously to the commencement of the Election, you should pro- 
cure the requisite supply of the Forms prescribed for use in the Election. 
With regard to the Notice of the Election (Form E.) the Board have 
thought it advisable to direct that the copies of that Notice should be 
printed and transmitted to you from this Office, as usual, and the same 
number of copies as was forwarded to you last year will accordingly be 
transmitted to you in due time, for posting and distribution according to 
Article 9 of the General Order. If, however, you should be of opinion 
that the number of copies printed last year was greater or less than will 
be required for the present year, you will be good enough to report the 
fact immediately , staling the number ivhich you consider necessary. In 
the absence of any communication from you before tlie 25th instant, the 
same number as was furnished last year will be provided. 

10. With regard to the other Forms, steps should be taken in duo 
time to provide a sufficient supply of those which may be required for 
carrying on the Election, as prescribed by tlie General Order. The 
Forms can be procured from Messrs. A. Thom A Co. (Limited), Abbey- 
street, Dublin j but should you employ any other Printer, it will be neces- 
sary for you to compare the several Forms carefully with those prescribed 
in the General Order, as you will be responsible for their accuracy ; and 
it is advisable that you should ascertain and compare the prices at which 
they are procurable, before you order them. 

Placard. 

11. A placard, containing a description of tlie Electoral Divisions in 
the Union as at present constituted, to be posted in case of contest, as 
heretofore, should be prepared, and a sufficient number of copies thereof 
for posting, obtained when necessary, in like manner with the Voting 
Papers. 

Statements of Claims to Vote, d'c. 

12. The Forms (A 1, A 2, B 1 and 2, C 1, and C 2 and 3), for State- 
ments of Claims to be entitled to Vote, and Appointments of Proxies 
with their applications, and the Statements of Corporations and Joint 
Stock Companies, are to he supplied free of charge (on application made 
to you), to any Persons, or Corporations, or Companies, respectively, who 
may require them for their own statements or applications. It would 
not be expedient to make a more general distribution of these Forms. 

Registry of such Claims. 

13. With regard to the Registry of such Statements and Appointments 
in the proper Books (Forms D 1, 2, 3, 4, 5), the Board request the special 
attention of the Clerk and Returning Officer to Articles 4 and 5 of the 
General Order, and to the duties assigned to those officers in respect to 
the same, under the provisions of the Statutes and under articles <3 and S 
of the Order, 
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14. Tlie provisions of the Acts relating to sucli Statements and 
.Registers are contained in § S4 of 1 <fc 2 Vie., c. 5G, as amended by § 
24 of 6 & 7 Vic., c. 92, and § 15 of the 25 & 2G Vic., c. 83, to which 
your attention is requested, ns well as to § 2G of the G & 7 Vic., c. 92. 
The 15tli sec. of the 25 and 2G Vic., c. 83, sets forth the particulars 
required to be given in such Statements, which must ho lodged one 
calendar month before the Owner or Immediate Lessor, or his Proxy, 
can vote as such; aud the 84th sec. of the 1 it 2 Vic., c. 5G, requires 
that the Guardians, or the person acting as Returning Oilieev, should 
register such Statements in maimer therein provided. If at- any Elec- 
tion the Returning Officer have reasonable cause to doubt the correct- 
ness of a Claim to vote, made by any person in respect of net rent, the 
Returning Officer is required by tlio 26tli sec. of the G ife 7 Vic., c. 92, 
not to admit such person to vote, until lie shall have produced evidence 
to the satisfaction of the Returning Officer, of the amount of such 
rent. 

15. Inconvenience and irregularity, it is believed, have occurred in 
some instances from the discovery, at the time of an Election, of errors 
or defects in the Registry prescribed, from omission of Statements 
therein, or from retaining on record the Statements of persons deceased, 
or from other causes, where the original Statements, owing to changes 
of Officers or other circumstances, arc not themselves forthcoming. 
The changes made by the Act of 1SG2, in regard to the particulars re- 
quired to bo furnished, will render the Statements and Registers exist- 
ing previously to that Act unavailable, and the Board request that you 
will at once see whether the new Forms of Register have been duly 
entered up, and that you will duly enter therein all the new Statements 
and Appointments which you may have received, or may receive, before 
the time of the Election, so that they may be perfected beforo the 
approaching election takes place. Care should also be taken to revise 
the entries in those Registers with a view to their proper correction 
where the original Claimants have died, or other changes afleotiug tho 
validity or continuance of tho claims have taken place. 

1G. The Local Government Board take this opportunity to observe 
that although ail Owner or Proxy is not entitled to vote until one 
calendar month after ho shall have made tho proscribed statement, or 
appointment, it is not necessary that ho should make or renew such 
statement, &c., a month before car//. Election ; hut they continue in force 
for five years from the date on which they have been given provided the 
parties remain in possession of the interests described therein.; and 
provided, in the case of a Proxy, that the appointment is not sooner 
revoked, or the Owner himself resumes the exercise of his right to vote, 
or either of the parties dies. 

IT. Any such statements, Ac., should be duly preserved; and in case 
there be reason to believe that any that may have been already lodged 
have not been handed over to you by any previous Officer, or not 
registered, you .should make inquiry of such Officer, or otherwise en- 
deavour to obtain them, aud forthwith see that they be recorded in the 
proper form of Register Book, and that the directions in the above- 
mentioned Articles ot the Election Order be duly complied with. 

Delivery of Voting Papers. 

18. The Returning Officer is not bound, under Article 23 of tho 
Election Regulations, to cause any Voting Papers to be delivered out of 
the Electoral Division or "Ward for which it may be necessary to issue 
Voting Papers; and if the places named for the reception of Voting

Papers, by the Owners or Proxies who have made Statements, be not 
in any case within the respective Divisions or Wards in which the 
properties are situate, you should immediately communicate with such 
parties, and request them to name a place within the Division or Ward, 
and point out to them, that otherwise they can only vote in manner 
provided in Article 20 of the Election Regulations ; and you should 
apprise the parties concerned as above of the substance of the Regulation 
contained in that Article. 

Marking Voting Papers. 

10. A practice appears to have been adopted by the Returning 
Oilicer in some instances, of marking on each of the Voting Papers, in 
addition to the number directed by Article 19 of the Election Regula- 
tions, the name of the person for whom it is issued, or his name and 
address ; and in the case of a Proxy, the name of the Proxy, as well as 
that of the person for whom he is Proxy. The Board think it right to 
point out, that the Returning Oiiker is not required bv the Regulations 
to endorse the name of any party 011 the Voting Paper, and the practice 
has been found in some instances to lead to error. It seems advisable 
therefore, that the Returning Officer should not, in this respect, do 
more than he is required to do by the 19 th Article of the Election 
Order, viz. : — To prepare Lists containing the number of each paper 
and the name of the place at which it is to be left, and to endorse each 
paper with its proper number corresponding to that in the list. 

Returning Ojjiccrs Unites Gcnertillg. 

20. The Returning Oilicer should take care to make himself well 
acquainted with the Regulations contained in the General Order, before 
the Election commences. With a view to general convenience and 
economy, the business of the Election is to be transacted, as far as 
possible, at the Board-room of the Guardians, and within the hours of 
ten and five o’clock in the day. The Returning Officer is to attend 
daily (except on Sundays,) at the place appointed, from the date for the 
issue of the Notice, to the lust day for receiving Nomination Papers, 
inclusive, to afford information to persons requiring it; and likewise 
during the period from the first day for the collection of Voting Papers, 
until the Examination of the Votes and the Return of the Guardians 
elected shall have been completed (see Articles 29, 30, 31, 31, 35, and 
00 ;) and also at all such other times during the progress of the Election, 
as may be necessary for the due performance of his duties, as directed in 
Article 32. In reference to the examination and casting up of the 
Votes (Article 31,) the Local Government Board are not prepared to 
deprive the Returning Officer of a discretion in regard to the admission 
or exclusion of strangers, inasmuch as the exorcise of such a discretion 
may, on some occasions, he necessary to the proper discharge of his 
duty, but on the other hand the Board think that if the Returning 
Officer excludes from the examination of the Voting Papers for a 
particular Electoral Division either the Candidates for that Electoral 
Division or those who proposed them, he should be prepared to show 
some urgent reason for a step which, generally speaking, would seem to 
be unnecessary and unreasonable; but the Board do not think it de- 
sirable that the privilege of beiug present during the examination of 
the votes, should be extended to Ratepayers generally. 
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Duties of Clerk of Union. 

21. Your special attention is requested to your duties as Clerk of 
the Union under the Regulations contained in Articles 37 and 38 of 
the General Order. Under the former of those Articles you are, im- 
mediately on the Return of the new Election of Guardians being com- 
pleted, to transmit to each Member of the Board of Guardians, for the 
previous year , including Ex-Officio Guardians and out-going Guardians, 
as well as any who may be re-elected, a Notice in the Eorin L. appris- 
ing them of the Names of the several Guardians elected for the ensuing 
year. The object of this regulation being chiefly to obviate the incon- 
venience of any Guardian attending at any Meeting of the Board after 
his year of office has expired, you should take care that this Notice is 
transmitted without any delay, on the completion of the Return. 
Under Article 38, yon are likewise to transmit to every Guardian 
elected for the ensuing year, whether previously a Guardian or not, a 
Notice in the Eorm marked M in tho General Order, and to every 
Guardian who may continue in Office, under tho 24th section of the 
25 and 26 Vic., c. 83, in consequence of no Nomination having been 
made for the Electoral Division, a Notice in the form, marked N in 
that Order. Under the 20th section of the Irish Poor Relief Act, 1 
and 2 Vic., c. 56, the Annual Election of the Guardians is to bo com- 
pleted on the 25th March, or if that day should fall on Sunday or Good 
Eriday, then on the day next following, or within fourteen days next 
after such 25th day of March ; and the. section further declares that 
“ immediately upon their Election, the Guardians previously elected by 
the Ratepayers of any Union shall go out of office.” You should 
therefore issue the Notices L, M, and N, according to the regulations, 
immediately on the return being made, so that the first meeting there- 
after may consist of the membera of tho new Board, in accordance with 
the Act. The issue of these notices is not to he delayed until a meeting 
of the Board of Guardians shall have been held, but a certified copy 
of the return is to be laid before the Board at tho first mooting after 
such return is made. 

Aocount of Expenses. 

22. Immediately on the close of the Election, an Aocount of tho 
Expenses of the same is to be transmitted to tho Local Government 
Board for examination and sanction, in a Form which will bo forwarded 
to you for the purpose.

Committee under the 12th Section of the “ Tramways and 

Public Companies (Ireland) Act, 1883,” during the Season 
1884. 

Emigration Office, Local Government Board, 
Gentlemen - , 25th August, 1884. 

1. Statistical. 

State-aided Emigration, which took place last year under the 20th 
section of the Arrears of Rent (Ireland) Act, 1882, was carried on this 
season, under the 12th section of the Tramways and Public Companies 
(Ireland) Act, 1883. 

In twenty-eight Unions, where application was first made, permission 
was given to assist eligible families to emigrate. Among these, thirteen 
Unions were wholly scheduled, or Government assistance could be applied 
to the cases of poor persons belonging to any part of the Union ; the 
remaining Unions were partially scheduled. 

Table I., attached*, shows the Unions and Electoral Divisions in eacli 
thus scheduled, the date of the application by the local body to 
participate in the Government grant, the amount of the grant sanctioned 
in each Electoral Division ; the acreage, valuation, and population (Census 
1881) of the districts which were so marked off. Total area was 
3,310,205 acres, valued at £753,794, with a population of 605,410 
inhabitants. 

In four Unions 397,676 acres, £132,748 valuation, and population 
87,617 there was no State-aided emigration under the 12th section of 
the Act, leaving an area of 2,912,529 acres (4,551 square miles nearly), 
valuation £621,046, with a population of 517,793 in twenty-four Unions 
where it was undertaken. 

In the Emigration Report of 1883 it was noted that several families 
who hoped to go to Australia w'ere unable to do so before the season closed. 
Some of them obtained the necessary opportunities in the autumn. 
Table II.* shows what- was done in this respect, and the amount of the 
grant which was allotted on their account. 

Table III.* shows the number of persons who were entered as candi- 
dates for State aid this year, the number selected for whom the grant 
was sanctioned, the number who have emigrated, together with their 
destinations, and the grants issued. This table, moreover, shows the 
number of persons who were State-aided during 1883 and 1884 in the 
various districts, their destinations, and the grants issued. 

Table IV.* gives the previous occupations of the heads of families 
who received State aid. It will be observed that, whereas the large 
bulk of the emigrant families last year were labourers, and that barely 
one-sixth are classed as landholders, this year more than one-third were 
in the occupation of land. The largest number of landholders are 
to be found in Caherciveen, Kemnare, and Westport Unions. 

Table Y * shows the total cost per head of emigration in each Union, 
and the sources from which the funds were supplied. This table gives, 
moreover, approximately, the value of the clothes which the emigrants 
themselves contributed, and the general average cost per head. 

2. Rules and Regulations governing State-aided Emigration. 

Emigration was conducted this year on the same general principles as 
last Beason, with a few modifications, which were due to the increase of the 
grant sanctioned by the 12th section of the Tramways Act, and to 
* Appendix I. 
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suggestions winch wore livid, before the Eocal Government Hoard last 
year by the Emigration Committee at the close of tho season. Emigra- 
tion was conducted by families, and was governed by the Hides * 1 sanctioned 
by His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, dated 28th December, 1883; 
these Rules were further supplemented by Instructions f issued to Boards 
of Guardians, dated 31st December, 1883, It will bo convenient to 
summarise the principles adopted. 

(1.) State-aided Emigration was placed in the hands of Boards of 
Guardians or of local committees approved of by the Lord Lieutenant, 
each of whom became the local emigrating authority ill the district assigned 
to it. It was necessary in the first instance that a local 1 »ody should 
apply to undertake emigration, and all families who desired tu take ad- 
vantage of the Government grant had to be recommended by this authority. 
It will be observed that in His Excellency’s rules it is laid down that a 
preference will be given to those in the occupation of land, and in in- 
terpreting this rule, the instructions state that “ no single individual of a 
family, no person without land, and no inmate of the workhouse, may lie 
placed upon the list without the previous authority of the Emigration 
Committee.” In carrying this out it was impressed upon the local bodies 
that in their recommendation of candidates for Stato said, they should be 
guided by the following points ; — 

(a.) To recommend only those who wore likely to succeed in their new 
homes ; and 

(6.) To recommend those whose departure would, in their opinion, 
relieve congestion, without unduly denuding the district of a class whose 
presence is required. 

(2.) A member of the Emigration Committee inspected tho families re- 
commended by the Guardians (candidates for emigration), and if found in 
every way eligible, they were selected to go to the locality in which they 
desired to settle. Every effort was made, by securing, as far as possible, 
a cordial co-operation between the Emigration Committee and the local 
bodies, that only those families should bo selected for State aid who 
were willing and able to work, and who could support themselves in 
comfort in their new homes. 

The arrangements made with regard to emigration to Canada, were, 
that all should be approved of by the High Commissioner for the 
Dominion, before they could he selected. Towards the middle of the 
season an Agent on behalf of the Dominion inspected those families who 
intended to proceed to Canada. Mr. Colmer, who was so appointed, 
came to Ireland early in May, and it was satisfactory to find that ho was 
able to approve of all the oases which lie saw. 

Emigrants -for Australia required an order from tho Agent-General of 
the Colony where they wished to settle, beforo they could lie approved for 
the grant. 

Those for the United States had to bo provided with a recent letter of 
encouragement, inviting the family out, and promising assistance on 
arrival. 

(3.) The grant which might be allotted per head was by the 12th 
section of the Tramways Act increased from £5 to ,£S. Owing to this 
change the full grant was divided into two portions : — 

(a.) The ordinary grant, or the amount determined (by the Irish 
Government (which is entered in Table I.) for each Scheduled Electoral 
Division! This grant was applicable to all selected emigrants. 

(b.) The extra grant, or a maximum of £3 per head, destined to cover

the expense of long railway journeys inland, both in the United States 
and in Canada, also to pay the difference between a free and assisted 
passage to the Australian Colonies. The extra grant was found to be a 
great boon to poor families who desired to proceed to places situated at 
long distances from Ireland, and when the ordinary grant was not 
ufficient for the purpose. 

(4.) Local bodies made all arrangements for providing the selected 
families with suitable outfits, for sending them booked through to their 
final destinations, and for providing landing allowances. These arrange- 
ments were made under the supervision of the Emigration Committee. 
It is obvious that the funds supplied by Government were not 
sufficient to cover all the expenses which bad to be incurred. State-aided 
emigration is, therefore, not free emigration. The difference required had, 
in consequence, to be supplied, either by the local body conducting 
emigration, or by the emigrants themselves. 

3. Local Bodies. 

The Committee of u Mr. Tube’s Fund ” continued to undertake State- 
aided emigration this year. Besides the districts in which they worked 
last season, they carried on operations in Swineford Union, and in an 
additional portion of Newport Union, also in Aranmore Island (Glenties 
Union), and exceptionally in parts of Galway Union,* and thereby this 
Committee still continued to give their valuable assistance in those very 
poor parts of Mayo and Galway where, otherwise, eligible families who 
desired to better their condition in life, would have been unable to take 
advantage of the assistance provided by Government. 

Four other Committees were also approved, viz. — (a) The Killamey 
Committee, which had conducted State-aided emigration last year ;f (b) 
the Ardfert Committee, in the whole of the scheduled Electoral Divisions 
of Tralee Union (c) the Caherciveen Committee, in the greater portion 
of the Caherciveen Union ;§ (d) the Valentia Committee, in the remaining 
portion of this Union. |[ 

In the rest of the scheduled districts Boards of Guardians conducted 
State-aided emigration. 

4. — Emigration Committee. 

The following were appointed to the Emigration Committee : — Mr. 
Ross-of-Bladensburg, Major Cask ell, Captain Sampson, Sir Robert 
Jackson, C.B., Mr. Wall, and Captain Ruttledge-Fair. 

Major Gaskell and Captain Ruttledge-Fair were attached to Mr. 
Tube’s Committee. Captain Sampson was principally engaged in County 
Kerry ; Sir Robert J ackson in East Mayo, Leitrim, and Sligo \ Mr. 
Wall in Donegal, Leitrim, and Sligo. 

5. — Results of State-aided Emigration. 

It will be seen IT that at the beginning of this year there remained a 
balance of nearly ,£13,500 from the £100,000 allotted by the Arrears 
of Rent (Ireland) Act of 18S2. Why this money was not wholly ex- 
pended has been explained in last year’s Report. Added to the £50,000 
provided by the Tramways Act, there was a fund of some £63,500 for 
operations this year.

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Of this amount, £30,730 has already been spent ; adding a sum for 
expenses of administration, and to enable some families who, later on, 
may be able to go to Australia, a surplus of some £23,000 will probably 
remain in hands. 

In eighteen Unions where emigration was conducted in 1883 there 
has been none this year ; but, on the other hand, there are three now 
Unions where nothing was done last year. In two other Unions whore, 
in 1883, the Guardians conducted emigration, Mr. Tuke’s Committee 
have undertaken it this year. They have, however, published no record 
of the number of persons who apply for State aid. In order fairly to 
compare the candidates for State aid last year with those entered this 
season, the numbers in these twenty-three Unions should bo excluded, 
and thus, where there were 14,304 candidates in 1883, there have been 
8,099 in 1884. 

There were several causes which show why this year there were fewer 
districts where applications were received from local bodies to conduct 
State-aided emigration, and why, in these districts, fewer families camo 
before the Emigration Committee. 

(1.) From all accounts received the potato crop, on which tbe peasantry 
in the congested districts may be said to depend, was considerably larger 
in 1883 than it had been in 1882. It appears by the Agricultural 
Statistics for the year 1883* that the yield of potatoes per aero is cal- 
culated as follows in the counties in portions of which State-aided 
emigration took place : —

These figures speak for themselves, and it is satisfactory to find that, 
owing to the smaller amount of distress which prevailed in the West of 
Ireland during the past winter, there were fewer poor families who 
desired to take advantage of the Government grant. 

The ordinary returns of emigration from Ireland, collected by the 
Registrar-General, moreover, show a marked decrease in the numbers who 
left the country this year as compared with former years. During the 
first seven months of 1879, 26,721 persons aro reported as having 
emigrated; in the same period of the year 1S80, 71,780 ; of 1881, 06,490; 
o? 1882, 65,692 ; of 1883, 83,739 ; and of 1884, 54,050. It can hardly 
fail to be observed that the large increase of emigrants during 1880 and 
1883 followed the distress which prevailed in the winters at the com- 
mencement of these years ; while the figures serve to show that the flow 
from the country depends, to a great extent, upon the pressure of 
economic circumstances, whether emigration is assisted or not. 

(2.) It should be remembered that State-aided emigration is conducted 
by the local bodies who apply to tbe Local Government Board for that 
purpose, and that it is entirely in their power to give or to refuse the 
people of the district the benefit of emigration. 

(3.) There was less assistance given by tbe local bodies. Last year 
Boards of Guardians contributed considerable sums towards supplement- 
ing the Government grant, but this was not done to the same extent this 

L • Issued by the Registrar-General. 
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year. Comparing the returns in eleven Unions, I find that where nearly 
£1,700 was given by the Guardians last year to assist the State-aided 
emigration of 3,258 persons, this year the contribution was about- £460 
for 1,711 persons, or about half per head. In some Unions, however, 
the difference is more marked. In one, £194 was devoted to 400 
emigrants in 1883, while nothing was contributed this year; in another, 
£336 for 282 persons last year, but £0 10s. for 78 persons this year; in 
a third, £56 10s. for 99 persons in 1883, and £4 for 30 persons this 
year. The largest amount of material help to emigrants was given by the 
Kenmare Board of Guardians, who, both this year and last, borrowed to 
supplement the Government grant. 

In many cases it was found that selected families could not make up 
the deficiency required to secure their satisfactory emigration, the grant 
allotted not being sufficient for the purpose ; where the Guardians did 
not contribute out of their own funds these persons were obliged to 
remain at home. This fact prevented many families in a non-contri- 
buting Union, who would otherwise have come forward, from applying to 
participate in the Government grant. 

(4.) In many places there was considerable care exercised by the local 
bodies in their recommendation of poor families for Government assist- 
ance. Last year being the first year in which State-aided 'emigration 
was conducted, most persons who were anxious to emigrate were entered 
upon the lists as fit candidates for State-aid, and their names submitted 
to the Emigration Committee. This year this was not so, and it is 
satisfactoiy to find that in several places the local bodies carefully went 
into the cases of those who came before them, with reference to their 
chances of success in their new homes, and with reference to the question 
as to whether they could be spared from the neighbourhood. 

There was some distress in Toronto last winter. Careful inquiries 
were made into the matter and it was ascertained that only a portion of 
these failures were State-aided families, the remainder being persons who 
it appears went to Canada under different auspices. It further appeared 
that those among whom distress was found belonged, as a rule, to the 
Western country towns, and were not a very energetic class of persons. 
Them want of success was only of a temporary nature, and as far as it 
went was in a great measure to be attributed to themselves. The num- 
bers, however, who have partially failed in Canada, or who were sent 
back by the United States authorities, are trifling when compared with 
the numbers wbo were State-aided last year. Among more than 1 6,500 
persons some exceptional cases are to be expected who, either through 
misfortune or through their own want of industry, are unable to make 
a living where the majority of their fellow-countrymen can settle in 
comfort. 

The condition of the large mass of the State-aided emigrants is gener- 
ally exceedingly satisfactory and their success testified in every way, not 
only by the reports received from America but also by those received 
from riie districts where the emigrant families originally lived. The 
letters which have been written home (of which a large number have 
been collected) prove that the families who were able and willing to work 
found plenty of employment and were paid high wages, and that they 
were very grateful for the assistance that was given to them to enable 
them to leave a home where they suffered privations, to go to a country 
where their labour was well remuneratecl It also appeal's that con- 
siderable sums of money were sent home to friends in this country, and 
it is clear that in the large majority of cases the prosperity of the 
emigrants lias been secured. 

F 2 
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State-aided emigration has not been conducted upon a sufficiently 
large scale last year to make any great and permanent change upon the 
existing condition in the West of Ireland. Some few signs of a better 
state of things are, however, noticeable. 

Captain Colomb (Chairman of the Emigration Committee of the 
Kenmare Board of Guardians), in a report to the Guardians, dated 20th 
February, 1884, makes the following remarks ; — 

“ This winter is the first for many years we have not oil Board days had the 
workhouse door surrounded by bodies of men demanding work or relief. For 
years it has been a perplexing problem, under the constant and anxious con- 
sideration of the Board each winter, hoiv to deal with the over-accumulating 
difficulty of keeping the families of these men off the rates. The Board has 
at times opened relief works at a great expense, and tried in a variety of ways 
every possible means to do justice to these men, while doing justice to the over- 
burdened ratepayers. Want of food, want of fuel eaeh winter, produced 
weakness and sickness, resulting in relief out of the rates, in one form or another. 
The extracts from Canadian letters attached 1 have chiefly selected from letters 
received from the families of these very men, with whose faces the Board was 
but too familiar on the melancholy occasions above referred to, and who, winter 
after winter, were on the borders of starvation. These facts are, to my mind, 
the proofs of the humanity and wisdom of the Kenmare Board of Guardians in 
unanimously adopting last year and carrying out the State-aided emigration 
which has produced for the people who went, for the ratepayers, and the district 
beneficent results.” 

Captain Sampson observes that, in Kerry, the emigration of Inst year 
has produced beneficial results to tha different localities where it was 
carried out, as well as to the persons themselves. Ho remarks that 
wages have increased, and that holdings have been consolidated, and he 
was informed that there was less sickness from overcrowding in Valentin 
Island, where the houses of those who went away wore pulled down, 
and more room was given to those who remained behind. 

Sir Robert Jackson and Mr. Wall remark that in several places 
visited by them, the labourers were receiving higher rates of wages than 
in 1883. 

Captain Ruttledge-Fair reports that in Belmullofc district wages are 
higher and labour more constant ; also that amalgamation of holdings 
has taken place to a very considerable extent. As a consoquenco of 
this improvement in the Union, he mentions that “ in February, 1883, 
the inmates of Belmullet Workhouse numbered 161 persons, and there 
were also 91 persons on out-door relief. In the corresponding period 
of 1884, before this year’s emigration, the inmates woro 77, and those 
on out door relief were reduced to 50.”* 

I should add that both in Kenmare and in Caharciveen a considerable 
relief has been effected by the emigration of poor persons who woro 
often obliged to seek temporary assistance from the rates. 

It is worth observing that where the emigrants this year held land, 
consolidation took place in ninety per cent, of the cases of which there 
is information. Out of 178 holdings from two roods and upwards 
(4,624 acres, valuation £774), only 18 (250 acres, valuation £60), do 
not appear to have been disposed of to persons who already held land. 
The consolidation, moreover, seems to be equally satisfactory where 
Mr. Tuke’s Committee conducted emigration. 

Although there was not as much State-aided emigration this year as 
in 1883, 1 think on the whole it has been managed by the local bodies 
with greater success, and with more benefit to the districts in which

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they were engaged. Where committees undertook operations the results 
were satisfactory, as also in Unions where the work was supervised by 
those who took an intelligent and personal interest in emigration ; this, I 
think, was specially the case in Kenmare Union. 

I cannot close this Report without drawing attention to the services 
rendered to the emigrants by the employment of gunboats at embarka- 
tions. It was arranged that ocean steamers should call in at Killala, 
Blacksod, and Clew Bays, at Yalentia Island, and in Kenmare Paver, 
to take up the Emigrants from the vicinity of these places, and to savo 
the people the trouble and expense of proceeding to the regular ports of 
Londonderry and Queenstown. On all of these occasions, when it was 
necessary, gunboats were lent by the Naval authorities, to effect the 
embarkations, and the thanks of the Emigration Committee are due for 
those valuable services thus rendered.

Appendix II. — No. I. 

Emigration. — 43 & 4G Victoria, Cap. 47, and 46 ife 47 Victoria, Cup. 43. 

Rules prescribed by the Lone Lieutenant in relation to tho Emigra- 
tion of Poor Persons under the 18tli, 19th, 20th and 21st Sections 

of the Arrears of Rent (Ireland) Act, 1882, ancl the 12th Section 

of the Tramways and Public Companies (Ireland) Act, 1883. 

Selection. 

I. Boards of Guardians -who are desirous to borrow money to supple- 
ment the grants offered by the Government for tho emigration of poor 
persons resident within any electoral division of their union scheduled 
under the 20th section of the Arrears of Rent (Ireland) Act shall pre- 
pare lists in the annexed Form. In making tho selection they will be 
aided by the Emigration Committee acting under the Local Government 
Board, or one member thereof ; and they shall submit such lists to the 
Local Government Board, with a view of obtaining the Board’s consent, 
as provided in section 2G of 12 and 13 Vie., cap. 104. 

II. As a rule, the Government grants shall be applied to tho emigra- 
tion of whole families only, but individuals may, in exceptional oases, 
bo approved ; and if females, they must place themselves under the 
care of a married couple approved by the guardians, or of some person 
appointed by them, until they arrive at their destination. In selecting 
persons for emigration, preference will be given to those in the occupation 
of land. 

III. Applicants for assistance to emigrate should, in all cases, be 
warned not to leave their employment, nor to make any preparation to 
emigrate, until they shall receive notice that they have been selected. 

Provision of Funds. 

IV. The Treasurer of the union shall bo requested to open a separate 
account, to be called the “ Emigration Account,” to tlie credit of which 
the money borrowed by the guardians for emigration purposes shall be 
lodged. The Government grant shall be paid into the sarno account, 
and cheques on this account shall be signed in the usual manner by the 
presiding chairman of any Board meeting and two other guardians pro- 
sent thereat, and shall bo countersigned by the Clerk to the guardians. 

V. Only an instalment of the amount granted to the guardians shall 
be lodged with the Treasurer in the first instance, and further instal- 
ments shall be paid on the Emigration Ooimnitteo being satisfied that 
the previous instalments have been properly expended ; but if the whole 
of the first or any instalment should not be disposed of in the emigration 
of persons approved by the Emigration Committee tho unexpended 
portion thereof shall be returned to the Commissioners of Public Works. 

VI. The guardians shall use their discretion in requiring applicants 
to contribute a portion of the cost of their emigration, and the amount 
of such, contribution shall be paid into the emigration, account. 

VII. The amount of grant sanctioned for each electoral division may 
be increased on the recommendation of the Emigration Committee by a 
sum not exceeding £3 in any case in which the emigrant is about to 
proceed to the Australasian or South African' Colonies, or to any part 
of Canada west of the Province of Ontario, or to the parts of the IJnited 
States west of tho States of Ohio, Virginia, and West Virginia. 

Outfit. 

VIII. The guardians, in conjunction with the Emigration Committee 
or one member thereof, shall see that each emigrant has at least the 
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following outfit, subject to such modification as the guardians, with the 
approval of the Emigration Committee, may direct, viz. : —

IX. The guardians, in conjunction with the Emigration Committee 
nr one member thereof, shall provide for the conveyance of the emigrants 
to the port of embarkation, and for their board and lodging while there. 
Two agents, one male and one female (man and wife if possible), shall 
be appointed by the Government to act under the Emigration com- 
mittee in superintending the whole of the arrangements at the port of 
embarkation. 

Ocean Passcuje. 

X. The guardians, in conjunction with the Emigration Committee or 
one member thereof, shall make contracts for the conveyance of the 
emigrants from the port of embarkation to the country to wliich they 
are going, or shall place them at the time of embarkation in charge of 
the person or persons through whose agency they will be conveyed to 
their destination. 

Reception and Disposal. 

XI. Emigrants to North America shall be lauded at one or other of 
the undermentioned ports— 

New York. Quebec. 

Boston. Halifax. 

Philadelphia. 

The Emigration Committee shall satisfy themselves as to the adequacy 
of the arrangements for the conveyance of the emigrants from the ship 
to their destination, including their subsistence during the journey, and 
the Emigration Committee shall also see that a sufficient sum of money 
is placed by the guardians in proper hands to enable these arrangements 
to be curried out. 

G 
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Grants to Body or Person other than Boards oj Ov.ardians, 

XII. In casos in which the Government grant may ho made to any 
body or person other than n, Board of Guardians, tho selection of the 
emigrants shall he made by such body or person, with the aid of the 
Emigration Committee acting under tho Local Government Board, or 
one member thereof, and the list of persons so selected shall he trans- 
mitted to the Local Government Board for their approval. 

XIII. The body or person receiving the grant shall undertake to 
cany out the emigration in the manner prescribed for tho guidance of 
Boards of Guardians by Buies II., Till., IX., X., and XI. 

Emigration to North America. 

XTT. Emigrants to Canada must be approved by the High Com- 
missioner, and the Emigration Committee must he satisfied that the 
emigrants to the United States will ho adequately provided for at their 
destination, and that there is a prospect of employment for them. 

Emigration to the Australasian aiul South A frican Colonies. 

XT. In the event of emigrants, selected under Rules I. and XII. 
proceeding to these Colonies, the necessary arrangements shall be made 
by the guardians, or other body of persons, in conjunction with tlia 
representatives of the Colonial Governments in London, and subject to 
the approval of the Local Government Board. 

XTI. The rules made on the 24tli of October, 1882, are hereby 
rescinded.

Instructions to Boards op Guardians as to arrangements for 

EFFECTING EMIGRATION. 

Selection ly Guardians. Preparation of the Lists. 

1. Applications for assistance to emigrate under the Arrears of Bent 
(Ireland) Act, 1882, and under the Tramways and Public Companies 
Act, 1883, should be made by heads of families to Boards of Guardians, 
and if approved by the latter,, their names should bo entered in detail 
upon the planted lists provided by the Local Government Board, Emigra- 
tion Form No. 1. 

The Guardians are responsible that only “poor” persons are so 
entered ; and having regard to that part of Buie II., made by order of 
the Lord Lieutenant, which provides that in selecting persons for emi- 
gration preference will be given to those in the occupation of land, no 
single individual of a family, no person without land, and no inmate of 
the workhouse may he placed upon the list by the Board of Guardians 
without the previous authority of the Emigration Committee. 

The Clerk of the Union should draw up the lists in duplicate by 
Electoral Divisions (each Division on a separate form, and the Divisional 
list placed in alphabetical order). The families should be separated by 
a blank line, and the persons should be numbered consecutively through- 
out the Union for future reference and identification. 

These lists should be completed as soon ns possible, and forwarded to 
the Local Government Board, after' which inspection will hike place by 
a member of the Emigration Committee. 

After inspection, all the columns filled up by the member of the Com- 
mittee should be transferred to the duplicate copy of Emigration Form 
No. I., and if the guardians propose to borrow to supplement the Govern- 
ment grant, the amount to be allotted to each family should bo inserted 
as soon as possible. One of the copies should then be forwarded to the 
Emigration Office, Local Government Board ; the other copy should bo 
retained in the Union for future reference. In view of future correspon- 
dence, it is desirable that the identifying numbers should bo carefully 
entered. 

Candidates for emigration, when once placed by tho guardians upon 
Form I., slionid not be entered again upon a supplemental form. If 
therefore they make no appearance at tho first inspection and conic 
forward on a subsequent date, their oases will be considered on the copy 
of the original Form I. (retained in the Union) in which their names 
and identifying numbers were first inscribed. 

Families Recommended for the Grant ; Procedure in the cases of those 
“ recommended, conditionally." 

2. The Government grants can only issue for such families as are 
“ recommended ” absolutely by the Emigration Committee. 

Families who wish to emigrate to Canada cannot be assisted by the 
grant, unless provided with the approval certificate of the High Com- 
missioner for the Dominion, obtained on Canadian “Form D. (Ireland 
only.)” As soon therefore as a family is “ recommended conditionally " 
for Canada, the Clerk of the Union should fill up and submit Form D. to 
the High Commissioner, and on receipt of the approval of the latter the 
matter should at once be reported to the Emigration Office in Dublin, 
when the recommendation for the grant will become absolute. 

In the same way candidates for any of the Australasian and South 
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African Colonies, can only be “ recommended conditionally ” until they 
produce an order for a free or assisted passage. When the Agent- 
General’s order is obtained, it should be sent up to Dublin when the 
recommendation for the grant will become absolute. 

Applicants for the United States require a strong and recent letter of 
encouragement from near friends, distinctly inviting the whole family 
out and promising them assistance on arrival. The Committee will not 
recommend any persons whose letters appear to be doubtful, and candi- 
dates for emigration should be warned to produce the envelopes as well 
as their letters. Until a satisfactory letter arrives they will be, if other- 
wise eligible, “ recommended conditionally.” If it reaches them after 
inspection, it should be sent to the Emigration Office, and if deemed 
sufficiently encouraging, the recommendation for the grant will become 
absolute. 

All documents sent to Dublin, relating to an emigrant, should be 
endorsed with identifying number, name, and electoral division, to ensure 
the right person being recognised. 

Final selection of Emigrants. 

3. Form No. I. is reviewed at the Emigration Office, the emigrants 
are finally selected, the estimates of cost are revised and checked, and 
the amount of the Government grants for each family is definitely 
approved of. 

Another form (Emigration Form No. II.,) giving the identifying 
numbers, names, and destinations, of those persons whose emigration is 
sanctioned, will then be forwarded to the Board of Guardians. The 
total estimated cost of sending each family to tlieir destination (includ- 
ing the value of the outfits) and the sources from which the necessary 
means are obtained, are entered. 

Seventy-five per cent, of the Government grants authorized for the 
selected emigrants, will he forwarded as a first instalment to the guardians 
by the Board of Works a few days after the issue of Form IL The 
remaining twenty-five per cent, of the grant authorized will be tempo- 
rarily retained, in case all the emigrants selected do not start, but it will 
be issued in further instalments on the certificate of the Clerk of the 
Union, that all the persons for whom the grants were authorized have 
sailed, and that all the rules laid down for the guidance of the Guardians 
have been observed. 

Candidates for Emigration to be warned not to leave tlieir Employment. 

4. Particular attention is requested to the Lord Lieutenant’s rules 
relating to the warning which should be given to applicants for assist- 
ance to emigrate, not to leave their employment, nor to make any 
preparations for departure until they shall receive definite instructions 
that they are going to start on a particular day. Due notice should be 
given to selected emigrants to enable them to makie their necessary 
preparations ; at the same time, they should be told exactly what will 
be required from them as a contribution towards their emigration (in 
clothes and in cash). 

Outfits. 

5. The clothing necessary fco complete the emigrants’ outfits, as laid 
down in the rules prescribed by the Lord Lieutenant, will have to be 
procured and issued. The guardians are responsible for providing 
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outfits, either by getting stores from some contractor, or by making 
local arrangements whereby emigrants can receive sufficient clothes to 
make up deficiencies, on written orders signed by tlio Board. 

Guardians should be careful that the emigrants can and will provide 
themselves with that portion of their outfit which they arc held to con- 
tribute themselves, for otherwise the family might not be clothed 
according to regulation, and if so it may be impossible to send them out. 
Should this occur, the grant will be disallowed, and tlio guardians will 
have to bear the loss. 

Should a family reoeivo their quota to complete their outfit and luako 
away with it previous to embarkation, the loss must fall upon tlio Union, 
for no emigrant can be allowed to proceod unless properly provided 
with clothing. 

The method of securing passages from Steamship Companies and 
arrangements from home to Port of Embarkation. 

6. Boards of Guardians, before securing passages from or before 
entering into any engagement whatsoever with the shipping companies 
selected by them for the conveyance of emigrants, shall submit their 
definite proposals to the Emigration Committee, and, if approved of, 
the guardians may then complete their arrangements for sending oft 
their’ emigrants from the most suitable port of embarkation, or from 
some harbour near the Union. On their forwarding tlio approved 
Canadian Forms D to the Company (when applying for berths for emi- 
grants who are destined for Canada) tho ocean fare will bo reduced. 

Guardians should further make all necessary arrangements, subject to 
.the sanction of the Emigration Committee, for the convoyauco of tho 
families from their homes to tho places of embarkation, for their lodging, 
if necessary, and for the supply of ship kits. Parties of emigrants 
should he taken from home to the port under tho chargo of a conducting 
guide, whose duty it will be to look after tlio families and their baggage 
till they get safely on board the ocean steamer, to see tho people into 
their lodgings provided by the Government agent at the port, mid to 
act under Ms instructions in every way. Timely warning should, in 
all cases, be given to both the agents at the port, in order to insure that 
the emigrants are properly looked after, and money should be remitted 
for the payment of the lodgings. 

It is desirable that the Emigrant's luggage should be labelled, showing 
“ Name of family," “Name of ship,” anil “ Destination." 

Landing allowances and expenses from the port of Disembarkation to the 
final Destination. 

7. About ten days or a week previous to the embarkation of a party 
of state-aided emigrants, a list giving the name and identifying number 
of the head of each family should be prepared on the “ Landing Allow- 
ance Remittance Form,” and the amounts stated thereon should bo 
transmitted as provided for below. 

On this Form should be entered : — 

(it.) The amount ot landing allowance which is to be allotted to 
each family (on Column 4). 

(6.) The amount of money required to take each family to their 
final destination in the Province of Ontario (on Column 5). 
(c.) The amount necessary for taking them . beyond Ontario (on 
Column 6).

(a.) The amount of landing allowance, together with the current 
exchange for conversion into dollars, should be transmitted to the 
Dominion Immigration Agent at Quebec, or, in case of the United 
States, to the persons named in the Local Government Board’s Circulars 
of the 9th and 24th April, 1S83. Previous to departure the head of 
each family should receive a cheque for the amount opposite his name 
on the list. Cheque books for this purpose will be sent to the U nions. 
These cheques may be placed in envelopes identifying the emigrants in 
the same manner as the labels already mentioned. On landing in 
America the head of the family presents his cheque to the Dominion 
Agent, if in Quebec, or to the authorized person, if in the States, and 
receives his landing allowance in dollars. It is not necessary to giro a 
landing allowance to Australian emigrants. 

Columns 5 and 6 of the Form are intended for Canada only. 

(b.) Tickets for inland journeys should be given to emigrants pro- 
ceeding to the United States, together with the landing allowance 
cheques, before they start. These tickets are to take them through to 
their destinations, noted on Form II., i.e., where their friends live, on 
the faith of whose invitation they have been allowed to participate in the 
Government Grant. 

Emigrants for Ontario should only be booked to Quebec, but a sum 
calculated at £A per adult, 10s. per child between five years and twelve 
years of age, and nothing for children under live years or for unmarried 
gii*ls over fifteen years, should be transmitted to the Dominion Immi- 
gration Agent at Quebec, to provide for travelling expenses, and for 
food on the journey from the port of arrival (Quebec), to the places to 
which the families are forwarded. 

(c.) Those emigrants who proceed beyond Ontario should be also only 
booked to Quebec, and the necessary money to pay for the journeys to 
then final destinations, as noted on Form LL, should be transmitted to 
the Dominion Immigration Agent. 

It is desirable, a short time — say a week or ten days — before the 
start is made, to send a descriptive return of families proceeding to 
Canada, to the Dominion Agent, at Quebec, noting the date of departure, 
the steamers on which they are leaving this country, and their qualifi- 
cations (i.e., if farm labourers, artisans, «fcc.) This precaution will 
facilitate suitable arrangements being made beforehand for work in the 
Dominion, and prevent delay in Quebec. 

The guardians should, as soon as possible, instinct the heads of families 
who are proceeding to the States to write at once to their friends there, 
informing them of the name of the ship on which their passage has been 
secured, and the probable date of their arrival, so that arrangements 
may be made for obtaining immediate employment. 

Rules referring to expenditure of Grant upon the selected Emigrants. 

8. All accounts should be kept by families. Wherever possible, land- 
ing allowances should be increased. The general principle is that the 
emigrants should leave this country with as much money as possible 
credited to their account at their destinations, but not with cash in hand. 
Thus, whenever there is a saving effected by the original estimate being 
too high, or where the emigrant produces more value in outfit than he 
is held to contribute, this saving in the grant should not be allotted to 
another family, but should be added to his landing allowance. If, how- 
ever, the guardians borrowed for that particular case, they arc entitled 
to recoup themselves out of that surplus up to the amount they allotted to 
the family. 
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Conditions under which the Grant can be spent upon selected Emigrants. 

9. Government assistance can only be given, when all tlio rules laid 
down for the guidance of Boards of Guardians have heon complied with. 
A certificate to that effect will have to bo signed by the Clerk of tlic 
Union on Form II. Grants authorized in respect of such persons who 
have emigrated without observing these conditions shall be cancelled. 

The principal conditions are : — 

(i.) Emigration must he conducted by the Board of Guardians, and 
under the supervision of the Emigration Committee. 

(ii.l Selected emigrants must be booked to their final destinations, as 
noted in Form II. — See para. 7 (//) and (c). 

(iii.) Destinations may not be altered without authority obtained from 
the Emigration Committee. 

(iv.) The whole family, as entered in Form II., mnst he sent out. 
together, unless in eases where special authorization has been obtained 
from the Emigration Committee. 

(v.) The emigrants must he suitably clothed according to the rules 
prescribed by the Lord Lieutenant. 

(vi.) Proper arrangements must be made for the conveyance of emi- 
grants to the port of embarkation, and for their stay there if necessary. 

(vi.i.) The head of each family must be provided with an Order, pay- 
able only at the port of disembarkation, for a landing allowance not less 
than that mentioned on the hack of Form II. (col. 5). 

(viii.) Unmarried girls must be placed under proper charge until they 
arrive at their final destination. 

Period of the Emigration Seasons. — Returns. 

10. Emigration for the year should end the middle of Juno. No 
emigrant should be allowed to leave the country earlier than ICtli March 
for the States, or 15th April for Canada, nor later than the 15tlr Juno. 

The following returns should be forwarded to tha Emigration Office 
as soon as possible after the last mentioned date : — 

(i.) Form II. with dates of departure noted and the certificate signed. 

(ii.) Form III., showing the emigration expenses in the Union.

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No. 8 . — Act of Congress regulating Immigration into the 
United States of America, 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
Sir, 25tli March, 1885. 

The Secretary of State for the Colonies having transmitted to the 
Irish Government a communication from the United States* Minister 
requesting that steps may be taken for giving publicity to the Act of 
Congress, No. 195, for regulating Immigration into the United States of 
America, the Local Government Board for Ireland forward, for the in- 
formation of the Board of Guardians, a Copy of the Act referred to.

An Act to Regulate Immigration. 

Bo it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, — That there shall be levied, collected, 
and paid a duty of fifty cents for each and every passenger not a citizen of the 
United States who shall come by steam or sail vessel from, a foreign port to any 
port within the United States. The said duty shall be paid to the Collector of 
Customs of the port to which such passenger shall come, or if there be no 
Collector at that port, then to the Collector of Customs nearest thereto, by the 
Master, Owner, Agent or Consignee of every such vessel, within twenty-four 
hours after the entry thereof into such port. The money thus collected shall be 
paid into the United States Treasury, and shall constitute a fund to be called 
the Immigrant Fund, and shall be used, under the direction of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, to defray the expense of regulating Immigration under this Act, 
and for the care of Immigrants arriving in the United States, for the relief of 
such as arc in distress, and for the general purposes and expenses of carrying 
this Act into effect. The duty imposed by this Section shall be a lien upon the 
vessels which shall briiiji such passengers into the United States, and shall be a 
debt in favour of the United States against the Owner or Owners of such 
vessels; and the payment of such duty may be enforced by any legal or 
equitable remedy. Provided, that no greater sum. shall be expended for the 

S oses hereinbefore mentioned, at any port, than shall have been collected at 
port. 

Section 2. That the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby charged with the 
duty of executing the provisions of this Act and with supervision over the 
business of Immigration to the United States, and for that purpose he shall have 
power to enter into contracts with such State Commission, Board, or Officers as 
may be designated for that purpose by the Governor of any State to take charge 
of the local affairs of Immigration in the ports within said State, and to provide 
for the support and relief of such Immigrants therein landing, as may fall into 
distress or need public aid, under the rules and regulations to be prescribed by 
said Secretary ; and it shall be the duty of such State Commission, Board, or 
Officers so designated to examine into the condition of passengers arriving at 
the ports within such State in any ship or vessel, and for that purpose all or any 
of such Commissioners or Officers, or such other person or persons as they shall 
appoint, shall be authorized to go on board of and through any such ship or 
vessel; and if on such examination, there shall be fonud among such passengers 
any convict, lunatic, idiot, or any person unable to take care of himself or herself 
without becoming a public charge, they shall report the same in writing to the 
Collector of such port, and such persons shall not be permitted to land. 
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Section 3. That the Secretary of the Treasury shall, establish such re- 
gulations and rules and issue from time to time such instructions not inconsistent 
with law as he shall deem bent calculated to protect the United States and 
Immigrants into the United States from fraud and loss, and for carrying out the 
provisions of this Act and the Immigration Laws of the United States; and he 
shall prescribe all forms of bonds, entries and other papers to bo used underaml 
in the enforcement of the various provisions of this Act. 

Section 4. That all foreign convicts except those convicted of political 
offences, ifpon arrival, shall he sent back to the nations to which they belong 
and from whence they came. The Secretary of the Treasury may designate 
the State Board of Charities of any State in which such Board shall exist by law, 
or any Commission in any State, or any person or persons in any State, whose 
duty it shall be to execute the provisions of this Section without compensation. 
The Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe regulations for the return of 
the aforesaid persons to the countries from whence they came, and shall furnish 
instructions to the Board, Commission or persons charged with the execution of 
the provisions of this Section as to the mode of procedure in respect thereto, 
and may change such instructions from time to time. 

The expense of such return of the aforesaid persons not permitted to land 
shall be borne by the owners of the vessels in which they came. 

Section 5. That this Act shall take effect immediately.

No. 9. Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1880.— Compulsory Taking 
of Lands. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
Sir, 13 tli August, 1884. 

The confirming Act authorizing the Improvement Scheme made by 
the Sanitary Authority for Union under the Labourers (Ireland) 

Act, 1883, having been passed by Parliament and received the Ko 3 r al 
Assent, it becomes the duty of the Board of Guardians in pursuance of 
the 12tli and following sections of the Act to take steps for obtaining 
the lands necessary for carrying the scheme into execution. 

These proceedings are to be taken irrespective of intervention on tlie 
part of the Local Government Board, but it seems desirable to furnish 
the Sanitary Authority with tlie enclosed Memorandum for their infor- 
mation and guidance.

Memorandum. 

The proceedings necessary for the exercise of the compulsory powers of the 
Lands Clauses Acts arc regulated by the 4th and following sections of the 
Railways Act (Ireland), 1851. 

1 . Plans on a scale of not less than one inch to every two hundred feet, and 
on which the lands shall be marked with numbers corresponding to the numbers 
on the deposited plans referred to in the Provisional Order, must be prepared. 

2. Schedules must be prepared setting out the names of all persons having 
interests in such lands and the estimated mine of each of such interests. 

3. The Plans, Schedules, and Estimates must be signed by the Engineer and 
Clerk of the CJnion, and then deposited at the Office of the Board of Works , 
Dublin. 

4. Copies must be lodged with the Clerk of tlie Peace and the Clerk of the 
Union.

5. The Bow'd of Works will tlien, on the application of the Guardians 
nominate an Arbitrator. 

<>. The Guardians must advertise such appointment and times and places of 
deposit of documents. The advertisement must be published once in the 
Dublin Gazette and once in each of three consecutive weeks, in some one and 
the same newspaper circulating in the county, and must require all parties 
interested to deliver a statement of their claims to the Arbitrator within a time 
to be fixed by him not earlier than 21 days from the date of the latest adver- 
tisement. 

7. After due interval of time the Arbitrator will sit and hear claims and 
frame his draft award. 

8. After another interval of time the Arbitrator will sit and hear objections 
to his draft award and frame his final award. 

9. Parties dissatisfied with the award may enter a traverse at the Assizes. 

10. Under the second section of the Railways Act (Ireland), 1800, the 
Guardians may, after the deposit of the draft award on deposit of such amount 
as the Arbitrator may think fit, enter on the lands. 



No. 10. Labourers (Ireland) Act.— Provisional Orders. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
Sir, 2 5 tli September, 1881. 

I am directed by tlic Local Government Board for Ireland to forward 
herewith for tlie information of the Board of Guardians, acting as the 
Rural Sanitary Authority, a revised copy of the Memorandum of In- 
structions which was enclosed with the Board's Circular of the 19tli 
October last, on the subject of applications for Provisional Orders under 
the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1S83. 

The Instructions have been revised in several particulars and should 
be carefully perused. 

Much unnecessary expense in the preliminary proceedings, and sub- 
sequent delays and difficulty will be avoided if the Instructions arc 
duly attended to by the Sanitary Authority and their Officers, and any 
professional advisers whom they may employ. 

The Board desire to draw especial attention to the paragraph in the 
Instructions os to the latest dates on which Petitions for Provisional 
Orders should be received by them.

Provisional Orders. 

Memorandum of Instructions as to Applications to the bocal Government 
Board for Ireland for Provisional Orders under this Act. 

Upon the completion of an improvement scheme tlv* Sanitary Authority shall 
publish advertisements and serve notices as required by Section 7.* 

* Particular attention should be paid to the proper statements being included 
in the advertisements, viz. — the limits of the section to which the scheme 
relates— the estimated cost— the proposed area of charge — and the place where 
the scheme is deposited for inspection. The three newspaper advertisements 
should all be published in one aud the same month, and the scheme should be 
deposited for inspection concurrently with the appearance of the first of such 
advertisements. 
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Upon compliance with the provisions of Section 7, with respect to the pub- 
lication of advertisements, and the service of notices, the Sanitary Authority 
shall present a petition* to the Local Government Board, praying that a 
Provisional Order may be made confirming the scheme. Where several schemes 
have been completed a separate petition in relation to each will be necessary. 

The petition should be presented not later than the l#f of January if the ad- 
vertisements above referred to are published in September or October , and 
not later than the 1st of February in case the publication takes place in 
November. 

The petition must be accompanied by a copy of the scheme, and the maps, 
particulars, and estimate thereof, and ib shall state the names of the owners 
or reputed owners, lessees or reputed lessees, who have dissented in respect of 
the talcing their lands. 

The petition should also be accompanied by a statutory declaration showing 
that the requirements of Sections 4 and 7, with respect to advertisements and 
notices, f and the defiosit of the scheme for inspection, have been properly 
complied with. A copy of the representation originally made to the Sanitary 
Authority should also be furnished with a certificate from the clerk of the union 
as to whether each of the signatories is rated lor the relief of the poor and 
resident within the area of charge proposed in the scheme. In case, a supple- 
mental approval of a representation and of proceedings consequent thereon 
becomes necessary under the circumstances stated in Section 5, a copy of such 
approval should be furnished with a statement by the clerk of the union of 
the date of its reception, and whether eacli signatory is rated and resident 
within the area of charge. Sanitary officers’ certificates (if any), or copies of 
them, in support of the representations, should also be forwarded. 

The statutory declaration must be stamped with a half-crown stamp, and 
copies of the newspapers containing the advertisements, and also of the form of 
notices should be annexed as exhibits. 

In case of an application for a Provisional Order authorizing the purchase 
or taking of any land otherwise than by agreement, duplicates of the plans 
must be lodged in the Houses of Parliament, in accordance with the Standing 
Orders (sec below.') Proof of compliance with the Standing Orders should be 
furnished immediately after the deposits have been made by affidavit of the 
person by whom the deposits were mude. 

If a loan is required to carry out the scheme, application for such loan should 
be made when the petition is presented on a form which has been prepared 
for the purpose, copies of which will be supplied on application to the Board. 



* “ Petition.” This should be written on folio foolscap paper, on one side 
only, be signed by the chairman of the sanitary authority and countersigned by 
their executive sanitary officer, and sealed with their seal. 

f It will be seen that the notice to be published and the notice to be sent to 
each Guardian under section 4, naming the day on which a representation is to 
be taken into consideration, must be given “ not less than fourteen days ” before 
the day of meeting. The Local Government Board have been advised that the 
settled rule of construction of this expression excludes both terminal (lays; 
that the day of sending the notice and the day of receiving it must both ho 
excluded; that the fourteen dayB will not be completed until the end (i.e. 
midnight) of the fourteenth day, commencing to count on the day after the 
notice has been received. 

Standing Order No. 39 (House of Commons) : — 

<l Whenever plans, sections, or books of reference arc deposited in tlio case of 
an application to any public department for a Provisional Order or a Provisional 
Certificate, duplicates of the said documents shall, at the same time, be deposited 
in the Private Bill Office ; provided that with regard to such deposits as are so 
made at any public department after the prorogation of Parliament, and before 
the 30th day of November in any year such duplicates shall be so deposited on 
the 30th day of November.” 

Standing Order No. 39 (House of Lords) requires a similar deposit in the 
Office of the Clerk of the Parliaments. 
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The following is a copy of so much of the Act as is referred to in the above 
instructions ; — 

See. 4. “Where a representation as hereinafter mentioned is made to the 
sanitary authority that the existing house accommodation for agricultural 
labourers and their families within any section of the sanitary district, to be 
defined in such representation, is deficient, having regard to the ordinary re- 
quirements of the district, or is unfit for human habitation owing to dilapida- 
tion, the want oflight, air, ventilation, or proper conveniences, or to any other 
sanitary defects, and that such deficiency or sanitary defects cannot be effectu- 
ally remedied otherwise than by an improvement scheme for the erection of 
other dwellings in lieu of or in addition to the dwellings already existing in the 
section, the sanitary authority shall take such representation into their consi- 
deration at a meeting of which not less than fourteen days 1 public notice has 
been given, and of which a special notice has been sent to each member of the 
sanitary authority not less than fourteen days before the day of meeting, and if 
satisfied of the truth thereof, and of the sufficiency of their resources, shall pass 
a resolution that an improvement scheme ought to be made in respect of such 
section, and after passing such resolution they shall forthwith proceed to make 
a scheme for the improvement of such section. 

cl The sanitary authority may from time to time postpone their decision as to 
passing a resolution, or may postpone the making of a scheme, to any subse- 
quent meeting specified by them at the time of such postponement, and in such 
case not less than three days’ notice of such meeting shall be sent to each mem- 
ber of the sanitary authority. 

11 Two or more sections may be included in one improvement scheme. 

“■ The Local Government Board may, if they think fit, exercise for the pur- 
poses of this Act the powers conferred upon them by the twelfth section of the 
Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, of forming two or more sanitary districts or 
contributory places into a united district., as if the purposes of this Act were 
among the purposes specified in the said section ; and the provisions of section 
thirteen of the said Act as to the governing body of a united district, and of 
section fourteen as to the constitution of a joint board, shall apply in the case 
of such united district., and such united district shall be deemed to be a rural 
sanitary district for the purposes of this Act.” 

“ 5. A representation in pursuance of the last preceding section shall mean a 
representation signed by not less than twelve persons rated for the relief of the 
poor within the sanitary district, provided that if, after the area upon which the 
cost of the scheme is to be charged shall have been proposed by the sanitary 
authority, it shall appear that less than twelve of the persons who shall have 
signed the representation are resident within the said area, then the said repre- 
sentation, ana all proceedings consequent thereon, shall cease to be of any force 
or validity, unless within one month after the making of the scheme an approval 
in writing of the said representation and proceedings shall be signed and for- 
warded to the sanitary authority by so many additional persons, rated as afore- 
said, and resident within the said area, as with those who shall have already 
signed the representation and are resident within the said area, shall makeup 
the number of twelve. The representation, if made on the ground of insuffi- 
cient house accommodation, shall set forth specific instances of such insufficiency, 
nnd if made on the ground of sanitary defects shall be accompanied by a certi- 
ficate of a sanitary officer of the sanitary authority to which the representation 
is made in corroboration of the sanitary defects alleged. The representation 
shall also define the section to which the scheme is to apply, and shall contain 
a suggestion on the part of the signatories as to the locality or localities, in their 
opinion, most suitable for the erection of the proposed new dwellings.” 

“6. The improvement scheme of a sanitary authority shall be accompanied 
by maps, particulars, and estimates ; it may exclude any part of the section in 
respect of which a representation is made, or. may include any neighbouring 
lands within that district if the sanitary authority are of opinion that such ex- 
clusion is expedient or inclusion is necessary for making their scheme efficient 
for the purposes for which it is intended ; it shall distinguish the lands proposed 
to be taken compulsorily. It shall further propose the erection of a sufficient 
number of labourers’ cottages so as to provide for the accommodation of 
the labouring class in suitable dwellings, with the requisite approaches to Buch 
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dwellings ; it shall also provide for proper sanitary arrangements, and for a plot 
or garden not exceeding half a statute acre being allotted to each dwelling. It 
may also provide for such scheme or any part thereof being carried out and 
effected by the person entitled to the first estate of freehold in any property 
subject to the scheme or with the concurrence of such person, under the super- 
intendence and control of the sanitary authority, and upon such terms and 
conditions to be embodied in the scheme as may be agreed upon between the 
sanitary authority and such person. The scheme shall also specify the area which 
the sanitary authority propose as the area upon which the cost to be incurred in 
carrying the scheme into execution shall be charged. The scheme shall avoid 
all interference with the demesne and amenity of residence of the owner of tho 
lands proposed to he taken, or with any home farm, oi lands immediately ad- 
joining and customarily occupied witli such residence ; and in all cases lands 
shaill be selected with due regard to the general situation and convenience of the 
owner’s property, so its to diminish the value thereof ns little as possible.” 

“7. Upon the completion of am improvement scheme the sanitary authority 
shall publish during three consecutive weeks in the month of September, or 
October, or November, in some two or more newspapers circulating within the 
jurisdiction of the sanitary authority, an advertisement stating the fact of a 
scheme having been made, the limits of the section to which the scheme relates, 
the estimated cost of carrying the schema into effect, and the proposed area of 
charge, and naming a convenient place where a copy of the scheme may be seen 
at all reasonable hours ; and during the month next following the month, in 
which such advertisement is published serve a notice on every owner or reputed 
owner, lessee or reputed lessee, and occupier of any lands proposed to be taken 
compulsorily, so far as such persons can reasonably be ascertained, stating 
that such lands are proposed to be taken compulsorily for the purpose of 
an improvement scheme, and in the case of any owner or reputed owner, lessee 
or reputed lessee, requiring an answer stating whether the person so served 
dissents or not in respect of taking such lands, such notice to be served — 

“ («.) By delivery of the same personally to the person required to ho 
served, or, if such person is absent abroad or cannot bo found, 
to liis agent, or if no agent can be found, then by leaving tho 
samo on the premises ; or 

“ (b.) By leaving the same at the usual or last known place of abode of 
such person as aforesaid ; or 

“ ( [c .) By forwarding the same by post in n prepaid letter addressed to the 
usual or last known place of abode of such person. 

“ One notice addressed to the occupier or occupiers without naming him or 
them and left at any house shall bo deemed to be a notice served on tho occupier 
or on all the occupiers of any such house. 

4 ‘ Upon compliance with the provisions contained in this section with respect 
to the publication of advertisements and the service of notices, the sanitary 
authority shall present a petition to tho Local Government Board praying that 
an order may be made confirming such scheme. The petition shall be accom- 
panied by a copy of the scheme, and shall state the names of the owners or re- 
puted owners, lessees or reputed lessees, who have dissented in respect of the 
taking their lands, and shall be supported by such evidence as the Local 
Government Board may from time to time require. 

“ If, on consideration of the petition and on proof of tho publication of the 
proper advertisements and the service of the proper notices, tho Local Govern- 
ment Board think fit to proceed with the case, they shall direct a local inquiry 
to be held for the purpose of ascertaining the correctness of the representation 
made as to the section, and the deficiency of houses for agricultural labourers 
and their sanitary defects, and the sufficiency of the scheme, and any local 
objections to be made to such scheme, and as to the propriety of confirming 
such scheme. 

“After receiving the report made upon such inquiry the Local Government 
Board may make a Provisional Order declaring the limits of the section to which 
the scheme relates, and authorizing such scheme to be carried into execution. The 
Provisional Order shall also specify the areas which are to be contributory places 
for the purposes of this Act, upon which the expenses incurred under this Act 
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are to be charged. Such Provisional Order may he made either absolutely or 
with such conditions and alterations of the scheme as the Local Government 
Board may think fit, so that no addition be made to the lands proposed in 
the^ scheme to be taken compulsorily, and it shall be the duty of the 
sanitary authority to serve a copy of any Provisional Order so made in the 
manner and upon the persons in whinli and upon whom notices in respect 
of lands proposed to be taken compulsorily are required !jv this Act to be served 
except tenants for a 311011 th or a less period than a month. 

“ A Provisional Order made in pursuance of this section shall not he of any 
validity until and unless it has been confirmed by Act ot Parliament, and it 
shall be lawful for the Local Government Board as soon us conveniently may 
be to obtain such confirmation ; anil any Provisional Order made in pursuance 
of this Act, when confirmed by Parliament with such modifications as may seem 
fit to Parliament, shall be deemed to be a Public General Act of Parliament, 
and is in this Act referred to as the confirming Act. 

“Any Act confirming any Provisional Order made in pursuance of this Act 
may be repealed, altered, or amended by any Provisional Order made by the 
Local Government Board and confirmed hv Parliament. 

“ The Local Government Board may make such order as they think fit in 
favour of any persons whose lands were proposed by the scheme to be take n 
compulsorily for the allowance of the reasonable costs, charges, and expenses 
properly incurred by him in opposing such scheme. 

“ All costs, charges, and expenses incurred by the Local Government Board 
in relation to any Provisional Order under this Act shall, to such amount as the 
Local Government Board think proper to direct, a id all costs, charges, and 
expenses of any person, to such amount as may be allowed by the Local 
Government Board in pursuance of the aforesaid power, shall be deemed to be 
an expense incurred by ilie sanitary authority under this Act, anil shall be paid 
to the Local Government Board and to such person respectively, in such manner 
and at such times, and either in one. sum or bv instalments, as the Local 
Government Board may order, with power for the I ,oc:iI Government Board to 
direct interest to be paid, at such rate, not exceeding /in: fiaiuuU in the hundred 
by the year, as the Local Government Board may determine, upon any sum for 
the time being due in respect of such costs, charges aiul expenses as aforesaid. 

“ Any order made by the Local Government Board in pursuance of this 
section may be made a rule of Iler Majesty’s High Court of Justice in Ireland, 
and be enforced accordingly.” 

“ 17. The expenses incurred by a sanitary authority in execution of this Act 
shall be special expenses within the meaning of Part Five of the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1878. 

“ A sanitary authority shall have the same power of borrowing on the credit 
of the rates out of which special expenses are payable under this Act as they 
have under the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1S78, for sanitary purposes, and 
shall have the same power of mortgaging any property acquired by them under 
this Act as they have of mortgaging land to which section two hundred and 
thirty -nine of the Public Health (Ireland) Act. 187S, applies. 

“ The following sections of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, shall be 
incorporated with this Act ; (that is to say), 

“Section two hundred and thirty-eight, as to regulations concerning the 
exercise of borrowing powers ; except sub-section (1) of that section : 

“ Section two hundred and forty, as to form of mortgages ; 

“ Section two hundred and forty-one, as to register of mortgages : 

“ Section two hundred and forty-two, as to transfer of mortgages : 

“ Section two hundred and forty-three, as to the appointment ot a receiver : 

“ Section two hundred and forty-seven, as to the borrowing powers of joint 
boards. 

£ » Provided always that no rate or rates to be levied for the purposes of this 
Act shall in any one year exceed in the whole one shilling in the pound upon 
the rateable value of the property to be rated. 

“ 18. The Treasury may authorize the Board of "Works to advance from time 
to time, out of any moneys in their hands, to sanitary authorities, such sums as 
the Treasury think expedient for the purposes of this Act. 

H 
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“ Advances made by the Board of Works to a sanitary authority in pursuance 
of this section shall he repayable within such periods and at such rate of interest 
as are set forth in a Minute of the Treasury, made on the sixteenth day of 
August, one thousand eight hundred and seventy-nine, with reference to loans 
to which section two of the Public Works Loans Act, 1879, applies, or as the 
Treasury may from time to time fix in pursuance of that section, and, save as 
regards such periods and rate of interest, the enactments relating to loans 
made by the Board of Works under the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, 
shall, so far as is consistent with this section, apply in like manner as if an ad- 
vance under this section were a loan made in pursuance of those enactments." 

The following are the periods and rates of interest set forth in the Minute 
referred to in the 1 8th section : — 

If a loan is repayable within a period not exceeding 20 years, 3| per cent. 

If a loan is repayable within a period not exceeding 30 years, 3 $ per cent. 

If a loan is repayable within a period exceeding 30, but not exceeding 35 
years, 4 per cent. 

The annuities calculated upon the period cliosen for repayment of the Loans 
are as follows : —

No. II. — Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1S<S3 — Loans. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
Sir, 26th Novombcr, 1884. 

Adverting to the Improvement Schemes under the Labourers 
(Ireland) Act, 1883, which the Board of Guardians, as the Rural Sani- 
tary Authority, have been authorized to carry into execution, I am 
directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to state that it is 
necessary that the plans and specifications of the cottages to be erected 
should he appi’oved by the Local Government Board before the works 
are commenced or contracts entered into for the construction of the 
buildings. 

I am, at the same time, to state for the information of the Sanitary 
Authority that it is intended that the loan for the purposes of each 
scheme shall, when sanctioned, be issued by instalments. 

The first instalment is to amount to the sum estimated to pay legal 
and other incidental expenses, and to purchase the land, required to carry 
out the scheme. The remainder of the loan, which will ho applied to 
the expenses of the buildings, will be divided into such instalments as 
may be determined in each case, and the second instalment cannot be 
issued until the Board have been furnished with satisfactory information 
that the first instalment has been expended on the purposes for which it 
was granted.

Board for Ireland to state that they are informed that many Orders 
have been made since that time throughout Ireland for the erection or 
improvement of labourers' cottages, and I am to suggest to the Sanitary 
Authority the desirability of their exercising the powers vested in them 
by Section 11 of the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1883, with a view to the 
enforcement of the Orders in the cases where they may not have been 
complied with within the time prescribed.

III.— Correspondence relating to Alterations in the Ar- 
rangement of Inspectors’ Districts — Medical Inspectors 
and general Inspectors. 

No. 1. — Letter from the Local Government Board to the Under- 
secretary. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
Sir, * 19th December, 18S1. 

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland, to state for 
the information of the Lord Lieutenant that their attention has recently 
been directed to the subject of the supervision of the administration of 
the Medical Charities and Public Health Acts and the inspection of the 
dispensary and sanitary districts throughout Ireland and that in their 
opinion the system of inspection requires amendment. 

Up to the year 1SG8 the Inspectors appointed under the Irish Poor 
Law Administration Act, 1847, only assisted in the execution of the 
laws for the relief of the poor, while the duties of Inspectors appointed 
under the Medical Charities Act, 1851, were those connected with the 
carrying out of the provisions cf that Act, but in the year 1S6S an Act 
was passed which extended the powers of Poor Law Inspectors and 
Medical Inspectors, and every Inspector was declared to be deemed an 
Inspector under the provisions of the Irish Poor Belief Administration 
Act and of the Medical Charities Act. Since that time both the 
medical and non-medical duties have been discharged in each district 
by one Inspector, a Medical Inspector having been occasionally sent into 
the district of a non-Meclical Inspector if a question arose as to the pro- 
fessional treatment of a patient, or an inquiry became necessary on a 
purely medical subject. 

Tins system worked fairly well at first, the duties of the Inspectors 
having been at that time, comparatively speaking, light, owing to the 
favourable circumstances of the country in regard to pauperism, but 
there has been a considerable change jn that respect during the past few’ 
years, the average daily number of paupers relieved having increased 
• from, about 70,083 in the five years ended February, 1873, to about 
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107,649 in the five years ended February last, and of late tlie adminis- 
tration of relief and tlie proceedings of Boards of Guardians have re- 
quired more attention from the Inspectors than was necessary formerly. 

Moreover, since the amalgamation of the Inspectors’ duties took place, 
very important business has devolved upon Boards of Guardians and the 
governing bodies of certain towns, under the Public Health Act, 1878, 
and the Board think it a matter of much importance that the action of 
the sanitary officers shoidd everywhere be subject to tlie supervision of 
Medical Inspectors of tlie Board, and further that the Sanitary Authori- 
ties throughout Ireland, especially those in large towns, should have tlie 
benefit of the assistance and advice of a Medical Inspector whenever 
they may require it in dealing with matters affecting the public health. 

The Board also consider that the supervision of vaccination throughout 
Ireland may with advantage be improved, and they acquiesce in the 
views contained in a letter addressed to them by tlie Secretary to the 
Treasury on tlie 3rd of November last, in which lie said that their 
lordships would gladly learn that the Board would take the subject of 
the supervision of public vaccination in Ireland into consideration with 
a view to tlie introduction of a system of efficient supervision, more 
nearly resembling the practice followed in England. 

The Board therefore propose to revert to the system which was in force 
prior to the year 1868, and to entrust to tho non-mcdical Inspectors the 
work under the Poor Law Acts, and the other varied and important 
duties of a non-medical character which are frequently imposed upon 
these gentlemen, and to employ the Medical Inspectors in the inspection 
of dispensaries, in the supervision of vaccination, and in assisting 
generally in the execution of the Medical Charities aiul Public Health 
Acts. 

To effect this arrangement it would bo necessary, in tho opinion of the 
Board, to divide Ireland into .eight districts to be placed in tho charge of 
non-Medical Inspectors, and also to divide tlie country into four districts 
for medical inspection. This change can bo made at present without 
any increase in the number of Inspectors, as the Board have now eight 
non-Medical Inspectors and four medical men in their service, but it has 
been decided with tlie approval of the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury, as communicated in their letter of the 26tli of 
November, 1881, that the first vacancy amongst tho non-medical Inspec- 
tors is not to be filled up, raid it will bo necessary to obtain their Lord- 
ships authority to maintain the present staff of eight non-medical and 
four medical Inspectors to enable the Board to carry out tho contem- 
plated arrangement. The Board are aware that, although this new 
system of inspection will not entail any additional expenditure, at pre- 
sent, under the head of salaries, there will bo some increase in the 
travelling expenses of their Inspectors, and that medical and non-medical 
Inspectors must frequently travel over tho sumo ground, but this will 
nor arise to so great an extent as might at first sight bo anticipated, as 
the duty of visiting out-stations in tlio different unions for the inspec- 
tion of dispensaries which involves considerable outlay in posting, will 
only be transferred from one class ol' officer to another, and the journeys 
which both will have to perform will be, mainly, to tlie chief town in 
each union where the -workhouse is situated, and which is, in the great 
majority of cases, accessible by railway. The Board lmvo endeavoured 
to calculate the probable additional cost of travelling referred to, anil, 
although they cannot form a very decided opinion as to the amount 
which, must be provided for the purpose, they think it would he necessary 
to add £350 to tlieir estimate for 1885-6, if theyaro permitted to adopt 
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the course proposed; this increased expense will, however, not be so great 
in subsequent years, as it includes the sum which may be required to 
pay the cost of the transfer of some of the Inspectors, who must be 
moved from one station to another to carry out the new arrangement, 
and who will be compensated in accordance with the rule on the subject 
laid down in the Treasury letter of the 4th of November, 1870. 

The Board therefore beg to place before his Excellency the project they 
have in view for the organization of a better system of medical inspec- 
tion in Ireland in the hope that if he is pleased to approve of it he will 
recommend the Lords -of the Treasury to allow the next vacancy which 
occurs amongst the non-medical Inspectors to be tilled up, and to autho- 
rize the Board to increase their estimate for next year to the extent 
mentioned above. 

In connexion with this subject the Board desire to bring under the 
notice of His Excellency and of the Lords of the Treasury the subject 
of the personal allowances of their Inspectors when absent from home. 

Six of the Inspectors who were employed before the year 187 S receive 
a sum of £150 a year each for personal expenses, while six Inspectors 
appointed since that time (including the Engineering Inspector) receive 
an allowance of £1 1.9. a night when absent from home on duty, under 
the authority of the Treasury letter of the 23rd of July, 1878. 

It has now been represented to the Board that on many occasions 
Inspectors are able to return Louie at night, although they may he obliged 
to do so at a late hour, and that those who receive a night allowance 
only, often incur hotel expenses which are not recouped to them, no 
allowance being granted for absence during the day ; the Board annex 
a copy of a letter which they have received from then* Engineering 
Inspector on the subject. 

The Board think that this arrangement is an objectionable one inas- 
much as it holds out to an Inspector an inducement to remain out at 
night when he might be able to return home at a late hour, in order 
that he may not suffer pecuniary loss in the performance of his duty, and 
the Board would suggest that the Inspectors who receive £1 Is. a night 
when absent from home on duty should be allowed one-third of that sum 
as a day allowance in respect of an absence from home of not less than 
ten consecutive hours ; the Board suggest this scale as it is the one laid 
down in the Treasury minute of the 11th of August, 1S77, on the sub- 
ject of a day allowance to certain officer’s in the public service. 

By the Treasury letter of the 23rd of July, 1878, above referred to, 
the Inspectors then in office were permitted to retain the commuted 
allowance of £150 a year if they preferred doing so, and they all then 
elected to retain it, but as the increase of the area of each district under 
the scheme suggested above, separating the duties of the medical and the 
non-medical Inspectors, will oblige some of them to be more frequently 
absent from home than has hitherto been the case, the Board would 
suggest that they should again be afforded permission to exchange the 
commuted allowance for a day and night allowance if they should desire 
to do so, and that they should be allowed to make their selection at any 
time during the next year.

I am to acquaint you in rejdy, for the information of His Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant, that their Lordships approve of the recommendations submitted to 
them, and they accordingly authorize the maintenance of the existing staff of 
eight iicn- medical and lour medical Inspectors. The sum of £35U may be 
added to the estimate for travelling and personal expenses of Inspectors in 
1885-6 to meet increased expenditure. 
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Their Lordships also agree that the Inspectors who now receive £1 Ijf. a 
night, when absent from home on duty, shall be allowed 7s. as a day allowance 
when absent from home not less than ten consecutive hours without drawing 
the night allowance ; and they approve of the proposal that the Inspectors who 
by the Treasury letter of the 23rd of July, 1878, were permitted to retain the 
commuted allowance of £150 a year, shall now in view of the increased area of 
of their districts be at liberty to exchange the commuted allowance for a day 
and night allowance should they notify their desire to do so at any time during 
the year 1 885.

No. 3. — Instructions to Medical Inspectors. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
Sir, 10th March, 1885* 

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to inform you that 
they have determined to alter the arrangement under which medical and non- 
medical duties are discharged by each Inspector in his own district : the Board 
will therefore relieve you of the work hitherto performed by you under the Irish 
Poor Relief Acts, and, unless in any special case in which your assistance may 
be required, your duties will only extend to the supervision of the administration 
of the Medical Charities, the Vaccination, and the Public Health Acts. 

Your district will comprise the unions in the annexed list, and your head- 
quarters will be 

The Board desire that each dispensary district and station therein may be 
inspected at least once in every year, and they will furnish you with a form in 
which they request that a report may be furnished to them after ever}' annual 
inspection. 

'The Board wish that you should devote particular attention to the manner 
in. which vaccination is performed, and that you should not only ascertain, by 
comparing the registers of births with the vaccination registers, whether there 
is reason to apprehend that the children born in each district are not duly 
vaccinated, but that you should also, by examining some of the children 
vaccinated, satisfy yourself that the operation has been properly and successfully 
effected. 

The Board annex a copy of an instructional memorandum t» medical officers 
containing their views as to the manner in which the operation of vaccination 
should be performed, and the Board request that you will urge upon medical 
officers the importance of acting on the directions contained therein, and that 
you will report to them whenever you find that a medical officer systematically 
deviates from the course recommended. 

Your duties under the Public Health Act should also receive very careful 
attention. On visiting each union you should ascertain whether the sanitary 
officers carry out the directions contained in the sanitary orders in an efficient 
manner, and whether the sanitary authorities act upon the reports made to them 
by the medical officers of health, and properly exercise the powers vested in 
them for the protection of the public health. It would also be advisable that 
you should from time to time attend the meetings of the urban and rural 
sanitary authorities in your district, and give them the advantage of your advice 
and assistance in carrying out the provisions of the Public Health Act. 

You will, of course, when attending meetings of the Boards of Guardians, 
confine yourself to the discussion of matters relating to the execution of the 
Medical Charities, Vaccination, and Public Health Acts, so that there may be 
no interference on your part with the Inspector intrusted with the supervision 
of the execution of the Poor Relief Acts ; the inspection of the work-house and 
other hospitals maintained under the Poor Law Acts will continue to he his duty, 
and you will only be required to inquire into the management of such hospitals 
when you may be specially directed by the Board to do so in relation to^ any 
question on which they may desire to have the benefit of your professional 
knowledge. 
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The Board request that you will enter upon the duties assigned to you by 
this letter on the 1st of April next.

Memorandum issued to Medical Officers of Workhouses and of Dis- 
pensary Districts •with Oirouhir Letter dated 30th August, 1SS0. 
JmtructiohS fur Vaccinators. 

(1.) Except so far as any immediate danger of small-pox may require, vaccinate only 
subjectB who are in good hcnltli. As regards infants, ascertain that there is nut any 
febrile state, nov any irritation of the bowels, nor any unhealthy slate of akin; especially 
no chafing or eczema behind the cars, or in the. groin, or elsewhere in folds of skin. Do 
not, except of necessity, vaccinate in cases where there has been rcceut exposure to the 
infection of measles or scarlatina, nor where erysipelas is prevailing in or about the place 
of residence. 

(2.) Vaccination from arm to arm with recent liquid lymph is, of nil methods of vne- 
clrating, by far the most satisfactory in its results. It. is therefore desirable that vaccin- 
ators in carrying out vaccination, should as far as possible maintain such a succession of 
cases as will enable them, as a general rule, to operate l>v that method. 

The preserved lymph of the Vaccine Department of the laical Government Hoard for 
Ireland is sent out as follows: — (1.) Liquid in hermetically sealed capillary tubes; (2.) 
Dry on ivory points; and tlic lymph preserved in those ways respectively is to be used 
according to the following instructions: — 

(1.) In proceeding to use a charged capillary tube — snip off its two ends; then, from 
one end of the tube, blow the lymph through the opposite end upon the arm of one of the 
infants, over the place where the operation is to he performed, having had previously two 
or three other infants’ arms prepared for vaccination. The lancet is then to be lomiul 
from the drop, and inserted into the arms of the children prepared In receive it, but enough 
is to be left upon the original arm to vaccinate 1-lint child. Unless the tube be very copi- 
ously charged not more than two children are to be vaccinated from it. The insertion 
should be made in four spots as hereafter directed. 

(2.) In operating with a charged ivory point nmi no wafer to soften the lymph. In this 
mode of vaccinating the operator should make a few scratches just thmuyh the cuticle, 
only EulUcicntly deep to damp the surface with blood. These sorn Lelies should he made in 

four sjwta, each covering a surface about so large / / at nearly oua inch apart, over 

the site of Lhc insertion of the deltoid muscle. The scratches may be abrasions of the eutlele

The operation may 



lie performed on both arms when the surface available, or the position usually unladed !■» of 
limited extent. The operator should proceed with caution and tako time. Thu charged point 
should bo laid with the Hat of iLs pointed or charged end upon the surface freshly damped by 
the blond, and thu lymph is to bo rubbed in firmly and slowly, looking at the surface of the 
point during the operation occasionally, till it be observed that all the lymph is off, and the 
ivory bare. Three or four points are sufficient for the operation. On no account should in- 
cisions bo made and the point of the ivory inserted into them ; and it should be borne ill 
mind that the vaccine virus ought not to reach the subcutaneous cellular tissue. The child 
should be kept under observation till the spots arc perfectly dry, and orders given that tho 
arms must not he washed; and that they should be kept free from all pressure, hurt, or irrita- 
tion. Tho ivory points when used should be carefully washed and returned to this office 
periodically. Tube boxes are also to bo returned. 

(3.) Never either use or furnish lymph which has in it any, even tho slightest, admix- 
ture of blood. Jo storing lymph, be careful to keep separate tho charges obtained from 
different subjects, and to affix to each set of charges tho name, or the number in your 
itegister, of the subject from whom the lymph was derived. Keep such note of all 
supplies of lymph which you use or furnish as will always enable you, in any case of 
complaint, to identify the origin of the fyrapk. 

(-1.) Never take lymph from cases of re-vaccination. Take lymph only from subjects 
who arc in good health, and, as far os you can ascertain, of healthy parentage; preferring 
children whose families are known to you, and who have elder brothers or sisters of un- 
doubted healthiness. Always carefully examine the subject as to anj' existing skin- 
dlsease, and especially as to any signs of hereditary syphilis. Take lymph only from 
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■well-characterized, uninjured vesicles. Take it (as may be done in all regular cases on 
the da} r week after vaccination) at the stage when the vesicles are fully formed and 
plump, but when there is no perceptible commencement of areola. Open the vesicles with 
scrupulous care to avoid drawing blood. Take no lymph which, as it issues from the 
vesicle is not perfectly clear and transparent, or is at all thin and watery. Db not, under 
ordinary circumstances, take more lymph from a vesicle than will suffice for the immediate 
vaccinatioa of five subjects, or for the charging of seven ivory points, or for the filling of 
three capillary tubes ; and from larger or smaller vesicles take only in like proportion to 
their size. Never squeeze or drain any vesicle. Be careful never to transfer blood from 
the subject you vaccinate to the subject from whom you take lymph. 

(5.) Scrupulously observe in your inspections every sign which tests the efficiency and 
purity of your lymph. Note any case wherein the vaccine vesicle is unduly hastened or 
otherwise irregular iu its development, or wherein any undue local irritation arises; and 
if similar results ensue in other cases vaccinated with the same lymph, desist at once from 
employing it. Consider that your lymph ought to he changed, if your cases, at the 
usual time of inspection on the day week after vaccination, have not. us a rule, their 
vesicles entirely free from nreoke. 

((5.) Keep in good condition the lancets or other instruments which you use for 
vaccinating, and do not use them for other surgical operations. TVTien you vaccinate, 
have water and a napkin at your side, with which invariably cleanse j'our instrument 
after one operation before proceeding to another. 

(7.) lymph may be obtained on personal application at the Dublin Cowpock Institution, 
45, Upper Saekville-str*>et, every day, between the hours of 12 and 2 o’clock, p.m.

No. 3 — Ophthalmia in new-born infants. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
Sir, 16th September, 1 Sr i. 

The Local Government Board for Ireland desire to acquaint you 
that a Committee of the Ophthalmological Society have recently reported, 
as the result of inquiries they have made, that there is reason to suppose, 
so far as they have been able to ascertain, that 30 per cent, of all blind 
persons in the United Kingdom have lost their sight from the results of 
the Ophthalmia of new-horn infants. 

The Local Government Board wish to call your attention to the 
subject, and to observe that this species of Ophthalmia appears to bo 
caused by acrid discharges coming into contact with the conjunctiva at 
the time of birth, or subsequently to result from the exposure of the 
new-born infant to cold. 

The Local Government Board suggest that when you are in attendance 
on a woman in childbirth, you should he careful to see that the child’s 
eyes are carefully washed immediately after birth, and that you should 
give directions that the child shall be protected as far as is practicablefrom 
currents of cold air ; it would also he desirable that the parents should 
be instructed that on the slightest appearance of inflammation indicated 
by red or swollen eyelids, the child ought to be brought to you for treat- 
ment without a moment's delay, as the disease is most dangerous, and if 
proper treatment be not adopted the sight of one or both eyes may be 
lost.

I. ORDERS. 

No. 1 Cholera Regulations. — (Rags from Marseilles or 

Toulon.) 

To all Coast-Guards and OfficEUS of Customs in Ireland, to tlie Boards 
of Guardians of Unions, severally acting as Sanitary Anthorites 
on any part of the Coast of Ireland, to all Masters of Ships, and to 
all other Persons whom it may concern : 

Whereas Cholera is now prevalent at Marseilles ■ anil Toulon, in the 
Republic of France, and it is expedient that rules and regulations 
should be made with reference to ships having on board bales of Rags 
exported from cither of those places and consigned to this country : 

Now Therefore, We, the Local Government Board for Ireland do, 
by this our Order, and in exercise of the power conferred on us by the 
Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, and every othor power enabling us 
in this behalf, make the following regulations, and declare that they 
shall he enforced and executed by the several Authorities hereinafter 
named : 

Definitions. 

Art. 1. — In this Order — 

The term “ Ship " includes vessel or boat : 

The term “ Coast-guard ” includes any person belonging to the Coast- 
guard having authority from the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty : 

The term “ Officer of Customs ” includes any person acting under the 
authority of the Commissioners of Customs : 

The term “ Master ” includes the officer or person for tho time being 
in charge or command of a ship : 

The term “ Sanitary Authority " moans with respect to tho seas, 
rivers, and waters within the limits described in column 1 of the 
Schedule hereunto annexed, the Guardians of tho Poor of the Unions 
named in column 2 of tho said Sehedulo, opposite to the descriptions 
of the said limits respectively : 

The term “ Port ” means a Port established for tho purposes of tho 
laws relating to the customs of tho United Kingdom : 

The term “ Medical Officer of Health ” includes any duly qualified 
Medical Practitioner appointed by a Sanitary Authority to act in 
the execution of this Order : 

Art. 2. — From and after the date of this Order, no Rags exported 
from Marseilles or Toulon shall be landed at any place in Ireland. 

Aid. 3. — No Master of a ship having such Rags on board, and no 
Consignee of, or other person having any control over such Rags, shall 
permit the same to be landed in contravention of this Order. 

Art. 4. — If, in contravention of this Order, any such rags are landed, 
it shall be the duty of the Sanitary Authority within the jurisdiction 
whereof the same are landed, to take proceedings against the persons 
who may be responsible for such landing ; and unless the Rags are 
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immediately resliipped, to cause the same to be destroyed, with such 
precautions as may be recommended by the medical officer of health.

— Thansfeii of certain Powers and Obligations 
which had .appertained to the Town Commissioners of Ennis 
to the Board of Guardians of Ennis Union as the Sanitary 
Authority, in pursuance of the Act 47 and 48 Vic., cap. 77. 

Ennis Union Rural Sanitary District. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the Ennis Union ; and to all whom it 
may concern : 

Whereas the “ Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854,” was, in the 
year 1857, adopted in the town of Ennis, in the Ennis Union, and the 
Town Commissioners of the said town being an Urban Sanitary 
Authority, acquired certain lands and water rights for the purpose of 
constructing Waterworks, and constructed Waterworks for the purpose of 
supplying the said town with water, and also constructed Sewers in the 
said district ; 

And Whereas by a Deed of Mortgage, dated the 3rd of February, 1879, 
the said Town Commissioners mortgaged all the rates leviable by them 
under the “ Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878," within the said town of 
Ennis, and all other rates accruing, or which might accrue, arise, or be 
taken or collected within the said town, and applicable to the payment of 
expenses for sanitary purposes, to secure repayment with interest of a 
sum of .£11,000, advanced by the Commissioners of Public Works in 
Ireland for the purposes of the said Waterworks, by an annuity for 
fifty years : 

And Whereas by a further Mortgage, dated the 1st of March, 1880, the 
said Town Commissioners mortgaged all the rates leviable by them as 
such Town Commissioners throughout the Urban Sanitary District of 
Ennis, and all other rates accruing, or which might accrue, arise, or be 
made, taken, or levied or received by them within the said district, and 
applicable to the payment of expenses incurred for sanitary [imposes, to 
secure repayment with interest by sixty instalments of a sum of .£1,250, 
advanced by the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland for the 
purposes of the said Sewers : 

And Whereas by a further Mortgage, dated the 18th July, 1881, the 
said Town Commissioners mortgaged the rates comprised in the said 
Mortgage of the 1st March, 1880, to secure repayment with interest 
by sixty instalments of a further sum of £120, advanced by the 
said Commissioners of Public Works for the purposes of the said 
Sewers : 

And Whereas by a further Mortgage, dated the 8th of August, 1881, 
the said Town Commissioners mortgaged all the rates comprised in the 
said Mortgage of the 3rd of February, 1S79, to secure repayment with 
interest, by one hundred half-yearly payments, of a further sum of £195 
in addition to the said sum of £11,000 advanced by the said Commis- 
sioners of Public Works for the purposes of the said Waterworks : 

And Whereas the said Urban Sanitary Authority has ceased to exist, 
and the said town of Ennis lias ceased to constitute an Urban Sanitary 
District, and has become part of the Rural Sanitary District consisting 
of the Ennis Poor Law Union, and become subject to the enactments of 
the “Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878,” relating to rural districts, as & 42 
amended hy the “ Public Health (Ireland) Amendment Act, 1884 Vic., c. 52, 
And Whereas the Commissioners of the Treasury, in pursuance of 
the provisions of the second section of the last-mentioned Act, have 
signified their assent to the transfer to, and vesting in, the said Rural 
Sanitary Authority of all property, real and personal, including things in 
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action, and interests, rights, and easements in, to, and out of property be- 
longing to tile said Urban Sanitary Authority at and immediately before

And Whereas, in the opinion of toe Local Government Board for 
Ireland, it is expedient for the purpose of enabling the said Rural 
Sanitary Authority to maintain, manage, and administer the property 
transferred to them under the said “Public Health (Ireland) Amendment 
Act, 1884,” and of enabling the said Rural Sanitary Authority to pay the 
debts mentioned in the said Act, that the provisions hereinafter mentioned 
oftlie “Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878,” applicable to Urban Sanitary 
Districts, should be in force in that part of the said Rural Sanitary District 
which consists of the said town of Ennis, and for the purposes aforesaid 
to invest the Rural Authority, with reference to the said town of Ennis, 
with the [lowers, rights, duties, capacities, liabilities and obligations of an

Sanitary Authority had not ceased to exist, the several enactments 
contained in sections 22G to 231, both inclusive, and sections 254 to 2C1, 
both inclusive, of the “ Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878,” and the 
several provisions of the “Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854,” as 
amended by the “ Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1 878,” or any other Act 
or Acts relating to the levying, recovering, and enforcing payment of any 
general assessment, private or district expenses, or private improvement 
expenses, water rates, or any other debts, shall be in force in the part of the 
said Rural Sanitary District consisting of the said town of Ennis ; and 
that the several powers and authorities formerly possessed by the said 
Urban Sanitary Authority for any of the purposes aforesaid shall for the 
said purposes be possessed and exercised by the said Rural Sanitary 
Authority.

In order to maintain, manage, and administer the Said Waterworks, 
and other property transferred to the said Rural Sanitary Authority by 
the said Act, and to enable the Rural Sanitary Authority to pay the 
debts of the said lapsed Urban Authority, including the balances re- 
maining due of the sums secured by the said several mortgages of the 
3rd February, 1879, the 1st of March, 1880, the 18th July, 1881, and 
the 8tli August, 1881, to the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland, 
and the several instalments thereof, the said Rural Sanitary Authority 
shall possess and exercise all powers of making and levying rates 
previously possessed by the said Town Commissioners under the pro- 
visions of the “ Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878,” and the “Towns 
Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854.”

And Whebeas the towns of Kingstown, Blackrock, Dalkey, and 
Bray are Urban Sanitary Districts abutting on the above described part 
of the Port of Dublin : 

And W hereas the Board of Guardians of the Rathdown Union, in 
carrying out the provisions of the said Order, have provided Huts on 
the West Pier at Kingstown, for the reception and treatment of seaborne 
cases of Cholera, or other dangerous infectious disease arriving within 
their jurisdiction or district as Sanitary Authority under that Order, ancl 
for the purpose of defraying tlio estimated expenses of providing the said 
Huts have expended the sum. of £209 4s. 1 It?. 
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Now Therefore, We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, do 
hereby declare that the proportions of the said sum of i>209 Is. lid., to 
be paid to the Guardians of Ratlidown Union by the Urban Sanitary 
Districts aforesaid, shall be the sum which is set forth in column 2 of the 
Schedule to this Order opposite the name of the Contributory Sanitary 
District described in column 1 of the said Schedule.

No. 9 . — Adjustment of Accounts between the Town Commis- 
sioners of Holywood and Board of Guardians of Belfast 
Union in pursuance of section 277 of the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1878. 

The Local Government Board for Ireland. 

Town of Holywood. 

Whereas before the passing of “ The Public Health (Ireland) Act, 37 & 33 
1874,” “ The Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854,” lmd been adopted Vic., c. 03, 
in the town of Holywood, in the county Down : . vL*c! loti. 

And Whereas the population of the said town, according to the last 1 
preceding Parliamentary Census, being less than 6,000, the said town, 
after the passing of “ The Public Health (Ireland) Act, 18 <4, became 
a part of the Rural Sanitary District consisting of the parts of the Belfast 
Poor Law Union not included in any Urban Sanitary District : 

And Whereas by an Order of the Local Government Board for Ireland, 
made on the 30th of August, 1875, in pursuance of “ The Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1874,” section 13, the tffwnlands of Ballykeel and Holy- 
wood, in the barony of Castlereagh Lower, and county Down (wherein 
the said town of Holywood is situated), were constituted the area of 
chswge for the purpose of providing for the expenses of supplying water to 
the said town and district of Holywood : , . . 

And Whereas by the Holywood Sanitary District Provisional Order, 

1879, confirmed by “ The Local Government Board (Ireland) Provisional 42 & 43 
Orders Confirmation (Cashel, &c. ) Act, 1879,” the said town of Holywood v ic ., t 57 . 
was, on the 3rd day of July, 1879, separated from tlm said Rural Sanitary 
District, and constituted an Urban Sanitary District, and the Town 
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Commissioners of Holy wood became and now arc the Sanitary Authority 
of the said Urban Sanitary District., and are constituted a Body Corporate, 
for the purposes of “The Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878,” under the 
41 & 42 title of the “ Sanitary Authority of the town of Holy wood,” and the 
Vic., o. 52, p 0W ers, rights, duties, capacities, liabilities, obligations, and property, of the 
Vic c 57 Samtary Authority of the town of Iiolywood have by the said Pro- 
' ’ visional Order been transferred from tlio Guardians of the Poor of the 
Belfast Union to the said Town Commissioners : 

And Whereas doubts and differences have arisen in consequence of 
the said transfer, with respect to the adjustment of the accounts incidental 
to such transfer : 

And Wi-iereas the said Guardians of the Poor and the said Town 
Commissioners have applied to the Local Government Board for Ireland, 
41 A 42 in pursuance of “The Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878,” section 277, 
Vjc.,c v 62, the said doubts and difficulties, and adjust the said accounts: 

And Whereas it appears that the Guardians of the Poor of the Belfast 
Union have expended in connexion with Waterworks, Sewerage works, 
and other Sanitary works in the said town of Holy wood, the sum of 
£1,472 14s. Id., in excess of the total amount of all rates received by them 
for such Sanitary purposes from the said town, and that the said sum 
should be repaid to the said Guardians of the Poor : 

And. Whereas it appears to tlie Local Government Board for Ireland* 
that the Town Commissioners of the town of Holy wood, as Urban Sanitary 
Authority of the said town, should contribute to the said oxponsos the 
sum of £1,313 135. 9c?., which bears the same proportion to the said sum 
of £1,472 14s. It?., as the valuation of the town of Holy wood bears to the 
total valuation of the said townlands of Ballykocl and Holywood, con- 
stituted the area of charge by the said Order of the Local Government 
Board for Ireland, of the 30th of August, 1875 ; that the said Guardians 
of the Poor of the Belfast Union should assess rates for the sum of 
£159 Os. id., upon the portions of the said townlands of Holywood and 
Ballykeel which are not included within the said Urban {Sanitary District 
of Holywood ; and that upon the payment and assessment respectively, in 
the manner hereinafter provided, of the said two sums of £1,313 13s. 9 d. 
and £159 O 5 . id., making together the said sum of £1,472 145. Id, the 
accounts between the Guardians of the Poor of the Belfast Union, acting 
■- as the Rural Sanitary Authority, and the said Urban Sanitary Authority 
should be deemed to be adjusted and settled : 

It is Ordered by the Local Government Board for Ireland as 
follows : 

1. The Town Commissioners of the town of Holywood, acting as tlio 
Sanitary Authority of the Urban Sanitary District, shall pay to 
the Guardians of tlie Poor of the Belfast Union the sum of 
£1,313 13s. 9c?. in the manner following : — 

A sum of £500 shall be paid immediately on receipt of this Order ; as 
large an additional sum as may he found possible shall be paid 
when the accounts of the expenditure in connexion with the 
said Waterworks shall have been closed, and tlie balance which 
shall then remain due on foot of the said sum of £1,313 13s. { Jd., 
shall be paid as soon as the said Town Commissioners shall have 
obtained a loan for the purpose from the Commissioners of Public 
Works. 

2. The Guardians of the Poor of the Belfast Union shall assess rates 
for the sum of £159 Os. 4c?., upon the portions of the townlands 
Hoolywood and Ballykeel whioh are not included within the 
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Holywood Urban Sanitary District, and with respect to which 
the said Guardians have powers of rating under the said Order 
of the 30th of August, 18T5.

No. 1 .— Detention and Examination of Ships suspected to 
be infected with Cholera. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 

Sir, 17th July, 1884. 

In view of the recent appearance of Cholera in France, the Local 
Government Board for Ireland think it advisable to direct the attention of 
the Board of Guardians to the Order made on the 16th of July, 1883, con- 
taining Rules and Regulations as to the detention and examination of 
ships suspected to be infected with Cholera-, and the treatment of persons 
suffering from that disease who may be found on board, and the Local 
Government Board request that the provisions of that Order, and the 
arrangements which should he made thereunder, may again he taken into 
consideration by the Board of Guardians. Two copies of the Order, and 
a copy of the Circular which accompanied it, are transmitted to you 
herewith. 

The Medical Oncers of Health appointed last year in pursuance of 
the Order are still in Office, and it would be desirable that their attention 
should be directed to the duties which will devolve upon them in the 
event of any cases of Cholera, or ships suspected to be infected -with 
Cholera, being brought into port.

No. 2. — Exercise of the Powers of Sanitary Authorities in 
the Abatement of Nuisances and taking Sanitary Pre- 
cautions in view of the appearance of Cholera in France. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
Sir, 24th July, 1884. 

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland, to state 
that in view of the recent appearance of Choleia in France, the Board 
think it is advisable to impress on all Sanitary Authorities the im- 
portance of vigorously exercising the powers which they possess under the 
108th Section and other clauses of the Public Health Act, 1878, for the 
abatement of nuisances, and for the purpose of taking such measures of 
precaution as the sanitary condition of their district may demand. 
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Nuisance. 

The 108th Section of the Act proscribes it to bo the duty of every 
Sanitary Authority to cause to be made, from time to time, inspection 
of their district, until a view to ascertain what nuisances exist calling 
for abatement under the powers of the A.ct, and to enforce, the provisions 
of the Act, in order to abate such nuisances. 

Nuisances for the purposes of the Act are defined by the 107th Section 
to be the following matters, and which are liable to bo dealt with 
summarily in the manner provided by the Act, namely : 

1. Any premises in such a state as to be a nuisance or injurious to 

health. 

2. Any pool, ditch, gutter, watercourse, privy, urinal, cesspool, 

drain, or ashpit, so foul, or in such a state as to be a nuisance 
or injurious to health. 

3. Any Auimal so kept as to be a nuisance or injurious to health. 

4. Any accumulation or deposit which is a nuisance or injurious 

to health. 

5. An y house or part of a house so overcrowded as to be dangerous 

or injurious to the health of the inmates, whether or not 
members of the same family. 

0. Any factory, workshop, or workplace, not kept in a cleanly state, 

or not ventilated in such a manner as to vendor harmless as far 
as practicable any gases, vapours, dust or other impurities 
generated in the course of the work carried on therein, that are 
a nuisance or injurious to health, or so overcrowded while work 
is carried on as to be clangorous or injurious to the health of 
those employed therein. 

7. Any fireplace or furnace which does not, as far as practicable 
consume the smoko arising from the combustible used therein 
and which is used for working engines by steam, or in any mill, 
factory, dyeliousc, brewery, bakehouse, or gnswork, or in any 
manufacturing or trade process whatsoever ; and 
Any chimney (not being the chimnoy of a private dwelling-house) 
sending forth block smoke in such quantity as to bo a nuisance. 

Penalties are prescribed in the Act in case such nuisances are not 
abated. 

It will also he seen by reference to the 57th section of the Act, that a 
penalty not exceeding forty shillings, and a further penalty not exceeding 
five shillings a day during which the offence is continued, is incurred by 
any person in any sanitary district ; who 

1. Keeps any swine or pigsty e in any dwelling-house, or so as to 

he a nuisance to any person ; or 

2. Suffers any waste or stagnant water to remain in any collar or 

place within any dwelling-house for twenty-four hours after 
written notice to him from the Sanitary Authority to remove 
the same ; or 

3. Allows the contents of any waterclosct, privy or cesspool to 

overflow or soak therefrom. 

Sewers. 

•Important duties also devolve on the Sanitary Authority themselves 
under the 21st section of the Act in regard to the cleansing of sewers, 
keeping them in proper order and their ventilation.

Privies and Waferclosets. 

It is their duty likewise to take cognizance in pursuance of section 45, 
of the want of sufficient watercloset, earth closet or privy accommodation, 
and properly constructed ashpits for houses in their district, and to 
enforce due regard to these matters when necessary. 

It will further be seen that it is the duty of the sanitary authority 
under section 50 to provide that — 

“All drains, water-closets, sinks, lavatories, gully-traps, earth- 
closets, privies, ashpits, and cesspools within their district be 
constructed, trapped, covered, ventilated, and kept so. as not to 
be a nuisance or injurious to health” 

Scavenging and Cleansing. 

Very important duties arise also under the 52nd section of the Act, 
especially in Urban Sanitary Districts, in regard to the removal of house 
refuse from premises, and the cleansing of earth-closets, privies, ashpits, 
and cesspools, and the proper cleansing of streets. 

Purification of Houses. 

Means are afforded by the 56th section of the Act for the compulsory 
purification of houses on the Certificate of the Medical Officer of Health 
or of any two medical practitioners if it appears to the Sanitary 
Authority that : 

tf Any house or part thereof is in such a filthy or unwholesome 
condition that the health of any person is affected or endangered 
thereby, or that the whitewashing, cleansing, or purifying of any 
house or part thereof would tend to prevent or check infectious 
disease.” 

LLmewashing dwellings, wherever practicable, inside especially, Is a 
matter which should be everywhere enjoined. 

Removal of Filth , &c. 

In Urban districts the compulsory removal of any accumulation of 
manure, dung, soil, filth, or other offensive or noxious matter which it 
appears to the Inspector of Nuisances or Sanitary Officer ought to bo 
removed is provided for by the 59th section of the Act. 

Wut&t' Supply. 

Too much attention cannot be given by the Sanitary Authority to the 
very important question of the water supply of the district being proper 
anil sufficient for public and private purposes, nud immediate and search- 
ing examination of the sources of supply should be made where the 
source is open to suspicion of impurity. 

Ample powers are conferred on the Sanitary Authority under the 
Public Health Act for the supply of good, pure, and wholesome water, 
and for protection of the supply from impurity or pollution, sections 61 
to 79, and careful reference to these provisions should be made in every 
questionable case with a view to the necessary remedy being promptly 
applied. 

Cellar Dwellings , Dwellings, and Common Lodging-houses. 

Cellar dwellings whenever such places still exist, aud common lodging- 
houses, should receive the careful attention and periodical inspection of 
the officers of the Sanitary Authority. 
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Unsound Meat. 

The provisions of the 132nd and following section of the Act as to in- 
spection, examination, and dealing with any articles of food diseased, un- 
sound, unwholesome, or unfit for the use of man should receive careful 
attention, and the greatest watchfulness, and promptitude be exercised in 
carrying these provisions into effect. 

Order oflGth July, 1883. 

By the Order of the Local Government Board of the 16th July, 1S83, 
special duties devolve on the authorities named therein in reference to the 
detention and examination of ships suspected to be infected with cholera, 
with a view to provide against its introduction into the country as far as 
possible. 

The Order gives powers to the Port Sanitary Authorities for dealing 
with any cases of cholera brought into port, so as to prevent its spread 
into the country, but it may happen that some such cases may, notwith- 
standing the vigilance of the local authorities charged with its execution, 
extend beyond the limits of their district, and it seems to be desirable, 
therefore, without creating unnecessary apprehension and alarm, to arouse 
the attention of all Sanitary Authorities^to the subject, with a view to 
watchfulness being exercised over the several matters above roferred 
to 1 . 

As opportunity offers, the officers of the Sanitary Authority would do 
well to call attention to the importance of keeping pure and fresh air in 
dwellings, the use of pure water, wholesome food, proper 'and clean 
clothing (that is to say, warm enough and dry), frequent washing of the 
whole body with soap and hot or warm water, and washing every corner 
of the dwelling, and every part liable to accumlation of dust or dirt. 

The Local Government Board earnestly invite the immediate and 
sustained attention of the Sanitary Authority to the above observations, 
and they trust that by timely and judicious measures the introduction of 
the disease into the country may be guarded against, and its spread be 
checked and prevented. 

Should the disease unfortunately be introduced into this country it 
should be borne in mind that cholera is principally propagated by means 
of the discharge from the stomach and bowels of patients .affected with 
the disease. 

These discharges, if throw out before being disinfected, will probably 
make their way by percolation into drains or wells and thus contaminate 
water used for domestic purposes : in this manner cholera is disseminated 
in a large proportion of cases. Another fertile source of the spread of 
cholera is through the laundry — clothes or bedding or other articles 
soiled by cholera patients having been sent to the wash without being 
disinfected. 

Six copies of the circular are enclosed for the use of Medical Officers of 
Health, and a further supply will be forwarded on application to the 
Local Government Board.

An Act to make better provision against Cholera and other dangerous Epidemic a.ti. 1881. 

Diseases. [14tb August, 1884.] 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same as follows: — 

1. This Act may be cited as the Cholera, &c., Protection (Ireland) Act short title 
i8B4. 

2. When under the provisions of any Act the sanitary authority in Ireland Acquisition 
is empowered to acquire a site for a cholera or other hospital within its district, of sites for 
it may, with the sanction of the Local Government Board, exercise such power hospitals, 
for the acquisition of a site for such purpose without, but contiguous to, the said 
district. 

3. Whenever, under clause three of the forty-sixth and forty-seventh incidence 
Victoria, chapter fifty- nine, the Local Government Board, Ireland, directs any 0 f charge, 
urban sanitary authority to superintend aud see to the execution of such 
regulations, which otherwise would be the duty of any Board or Boards of 
Guardians, the sanitary authority may, in any rate applicable to the purposes 

of the Publie Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, insert a separate item for the amount 41 & 43 
necessary or estimated to be necessary to defray the expenses incurred by them Yj c ., c. 52. 
in the execution and superintendence of such regulations, or in paying off any 
loan incurred by them under the second section of the Act of the session, of the 
forty-sixth and forty-seventh years 6f the reign of Her present Majesty, chapter 
fifty-nine ; and £dl the provisions of the Acts for the relief of the poor in Ireland 
relative to the division of rates between owners and occupiers of rateable 
hereditaments, and as to deductions from rent on account of rate, shall apply to 
such separate item as if it were a rate for the relief of the poor.

Cholera Hospitals (Ireland) Act, I8S4. 

47 & 48 Viet., chap. 59. 

An Act to enable Sanitary Authorities in Ireland to take possession of land 1884, 
for the erection of temporary Cholera Hospitals. [14th August, 1884.] ’ J — 
Be it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: — 

I. On receiving a certificate from a Medical Officer of Health of the union Sanitary 
that a case of the infectious disease known as spasmodic or Asiatic Cholera has authority 
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occurred within the sanitary district, it shall he lawful for the authorities of that 
sanitary district, having first obtained the authority in writing of the Loral 
Government Board, and given such notieo as is specified in this Act, to take 
possession fora temporary hospital of any site, except as hereinafter mentioned, 
within that sanitary district and specified in such authority. 

2. It shall be suflkcnt notice to the owner or the occupier, or other persons 
affected, if a notice, has been posted on the walls of the union workhouse, at such 
place on which notices are usually placed, and of the church or chapel and 
police station nearest to the site within the sanitary district, that it is intended 
to take possession of such site on a day specified in such notice, not being less 
than live days from the posting of such notice, and if an affidavit is made, that 
the occupier, if dwelling within the sanitary district, has been served with acopv 
of such notice, or that a reasonable effort has been made to serve him, or, if 
living without the sanitary district, that a registered letter has been iorwarded 
to liis last known address. 

3. No site shall be thus taken which is within three hundred yards of a dwell- 
ing-house, or which has any building or offices thereon, or which is enclosed or 
used as a garden, pleasure or recreation ground, or which forms part of any 
park or of any enclosed demesne lands, without the consent of the occupier of 
such house or lands, or which shall be within three hundred yards of any 
church, chapel, schoolhouse, factory, workshop, or other building where any 
trade or mercantile operation is being carried on. 

4. The owner or occupier shall he entitled to such rent and compensation for 
damage as the Local Government Board may award, and such rent and com- 
pensation shall be paid by the sanitary authority of the district within one 
month after such award is made. 

5 . Not more than two statute acres shall be taken for any site ; and within 
two months after it shall have been certified to the sanitary authority by the 
medical officer of the district that cholera has ceased to exist within the 
sanitary district, and that there is no longer any occasion for such temporary 
hospital, the sanitary authority shall remove the. same and all foundations, 
debris, and other materials, and restore the surface of the ground to the same 
state in which it was found by them on taking possession, and they shall deliver 
up, the possession to the person in whose occupation it was immediately prior to 
their taking possession thereof. 

G. Any person molesting or obstructing the officers of or persons deputed by 
the sanitary authority when carrying out the provisions of this Act, shall be 
liable on conviction before a court of summary jurisdiction, composed of not 
less than two justices or one stipendiary magistrate, to a fine not exceeding 
five pounds or to n term or imprisonment not exceeding two months. 

7. The powers conferred upon sanitary authorities by this Act shall not be 
exercised after the first day of May, one thousand eight hundred and eighty- 
five. 

8. This Act may bo cited for all purposes as the Cholera Hospitals (Ireland) 
Act, 1 1>84. 



Definition 9. In any case in which the sanitary authorities of any maritime union havo 
fif Htu'itary been directed by order of the Local Government Board to exercise jurisdiction 
i is net. f or the prevention or suppression of cholera over any port which includes 
portions of any other union or unions, then the words “ sanitary district " in this 
Act shall be construed to iuolude such portions of the lands comprised within 
the limits of the said port as fie within one mile of high-water mark. 

Kxtenl of 10. This Act shall extend to Ireland only.

The date varies in each Session, being fixed with reference to passing/ 
the commencement of the Session, and the time for the Easter vacation. CnnGrnm-

publishing their advertisements, serving their notices, and presenting their 
petitions, the Local Government Board can secure that the Bills for con- 
firming the Provisional Orders sought for by the Petitioners shall be 
presented in the House of Lords at such a time as to comply with the 
Sessional Standing Order referred to.

It is particularly important that applications for Provisional Orders, Date for

Memorandum op Instructions. 

Applications for Provisional Orders to put in force tlic Lands Clauses Acts with 
respect to the Purchase of Lands otherwise than by Agreement. 

Petition. 

1 . The application must be made by a petition, under the seal of the Sanitary 
Authority, containing the particulars required by subsection 3, of section 203 
of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1873, or section 6 of the Artizans and 
Labourers Dwellings Improvement Act, 1875, if the application is made under 
that Act. It must state the lands intended to be taken, in a schedule which 
should correspond with the Hook of Reference mentioned in instruction 4. 

2. The petition should be presented not later than the 1st of January if the 
advertisements of the proposal were published in September or October, and not 
later than the 1st of February if they were published in November. 

Plan. 

3. The petition* should be accompanied by a planf showing the properties 
which are to he taken, with a distinctive number marked on each property 
corresponding to the numbers in the Book of Reference, and coloured so as to 
distinguish the lands, or lands covered with water, or water porposed to be taken, 
with the area of each marked in statute acres, roods, and perches. 

Book of Reference. 

4. The plan should be accompanied by a Book of Reference in duplicate, in 
which the nature of each property to he taken, the number it bears on the plan, 
the townland and parish in which it is situate, and the names of the owner, 
or reputed owner, lessee, or reputed lessee, and occupier should be clearly set 
out. 

Carnage of Sewei's or Water-mains* 

5. "Where it is only intended to cany sewers or water-mains through lands, % 
such lands should not be included in the petition, or set out in the Book of 
Reference, as the Board are advised that Sanitary Authorities arc empowered 
by sections 18 and 64 [subject to sections 35, 36, and 37, where these sections 
apply] to carry sewers and water-mains through lands without a Provisional 
Order. 

Loan. 

6. If a loan is required to carry out the purposes in respect of which the lands 
are proposed to bo taken, application for such loan should be made when the 
petition is presented on the following form : —

(Ireland) Act, 1354, are not made Corp nations by that Act, and consequently formerly 
had no common seal; but by the Public Health (Ireland) Amendment Act, 15579, sec. 2, 
they are now incorporated for the purposes of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1873, and 
given a common seal. Section 24 of the Artizaus and Labourers Dwellings Improvement 
Act, 1875, makes special provision for cases where the Local Authority have no real.

Statutory Declaration. 

7. There roust be a statutory declaration showing that the requirements of 
section 203, of the Public Health (Ireland) Act., 1878, or _ section 6 of the 
Artisans and Labourers Dwellings Improvement Act, 1875, if the application 
is made under that Act, with respect to advertisements and notices, and the 
deposit of the plan therein mentioned have been duly complied with. The 
declaration must be stamped with a half-crown stamp, and copies of the news- 
papers containing the advertisements, and also of the form of notices, and a 
copy of said plan, with the date of its deposit marked thereon, should be 
annexed as exhibits. It should specify the manner in which the notices have 
been served, and so fftT as relates to these notices it should be made by the 
person who served them. 

Deposit of Plans in Parliament. 

8. When the plans and Boole of Reference relating to the petition are depo- 
sited in this department, duplicates of same must, according to the Standing 
Orders, be at the same time deposited in the office of the Clerk of the Parliaments 
in the House of Lords, and in the Private Bill Office in the House of Commons, 
but if the deposit be made after the prorogation of Parliament, and before the 
30th day of November in any year, the duplicates as above must be deposited 
on the 30th day of November. Proof of compliance with the Standing Orders 
must be given before the Board will tnlcc the Petition into consideration. 

9. The Standing Orders of both Houses of Parliament also require that, in 
any case where it is proposed by Provisional Order to authorize the compul- 
sory taking, in any Urban Sanitary District, of ten or more houses occupied, 
either wholly or partially, by persons belonging to the labouring class as 
tenants or lodgers, the Sanitary Authority shall deposit with the Board, and 
also with the Clerk of tlie Parliaments and at the Private Bill Office, on or before 
the 31st day of December, a statement of the number, description, and situation 
of such houses, and a copy of so much of the plan (if any) as relates thereto. 
Proof of compliance with these requirements must be furnished to the Board, as 
in the case of Instruction 8. 

Application? for Provisioned Orders to repeal , alter, nr amend 
Local Acts. 

10. The application should bo made by a resolution of the Sanitary Authority, 
asking the Board in general terms to repeal, alter, or amend the Local Act, 
wholly or partially, as the case may require. A copy of the resolution should be 
forwarded to the Board. 

11. The application must he made not later than the 1st of January, and it is 
very desirable that it should be sunt in before the 1st November. 

1 •>. The application should be accompanied by a copy of the Local Act, and by 
a statement showing the particular sections which it is proposed should be 
repealed, altered, or amended, and the precise alterations desired, and in the 
event of the Local Act having been previously altered by Provisional Order, 
a reference to such Order should be given. The statement should also show the 
grounds on which the application is made. 

13. Where the effect of the proposed repeal or alteration of the Local Act 
will bo to extend the provisions of the Local Act beyond the district or districts 
within the limits of such Act, or to cxcludo the whole or a portion of any such 
distinct from the application of such Act, a Map showing clearly the proposed 
alterntiona should also be forwarded. 
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Applications for Provisional Orders constituting Urban Sanitary Districts » 
transferring Grand Jury Powers, authorising the formation of United 
Districts , extending the provisions of the Arlizcms and Labourers Dwellings 
Improvement Acts to certain Urban Sanitary Districts , «$*e. 

14. The Petition or application should be adopted by a resolution of tlie Town 
or Township Commissioners, or the Sanitary Authority or Sanitary Authorities 
making the application, at a meeting specially convened to consider the question 
and a copy of the notice summoning the meeting and a copy of the resolution 
should be forwarded to the Board. 

15. The Petition must be presented not. later than the 1st of January, and it 
is very desirable that it should be sent in before the 1st November. 

16. The Petition should set forth the grounds upon which the application is 
made. 



Applications for Provisional Orders relating to Gas Undertakings. 

17. The proceedings are regulated by the Gas and Waterworks Facilities 
Acts, and the Regulations of the Local Government Board framed thereunder, 
copies of which can be obtained on application to the Board. 

The following is a copy of the 203rd section of the Public Health Act, 1878, 
referred to in the above instructions : — 

203. With respect to the purchase of lands, or of any of the other properties 
aforesaid (herein included under the term lands"), by a Sanitary Authority 
for the purposes of this Act the following regulations shall be observed; (that 
is to say,) 

(l.) The Lands Clauses Acts shall be incorporated with this Act, except the 
provisions relating to access to the special Act, and except section one 
hundred and twenty-seven of the Lands Clauses Consolidation Act, 
1845 : 

(2.) The Sanitary Authority before putting in force any of the powers of the 
said Lands Clauses Acts with respect to the purchase and taking of 
land otherwise than by agreement, shall 

Publish once at the least in each of three consecutive weeks in the 
month of November in some newspaper or newspapers circulating 
in their district, an advertisement describing shortly the purposes 
in respect of which the lands are proposed to be taken, naming a 
place where a plan of the proposed undertaking may be seen at 
all reasonable hours, and stating the denominations and quantity 
of lands that they require ; and shall further 
Serve a notice in the month of December on every owner or reputed 
owner, lessee or reputed lessee, and occupier of such lands, de- 
fining in each case the particular lauds intended to be taken, and 
requiring an answer stating whether the person so served assents, 
dissents, or is neuter in respect of the taking of such lauds : 

(3.) On compliance with the provisions of this section with respect to adver- 
tisements and notices, and not sooner than fourteen days after the 
service of the last-mentioned notices, the Sanitary Authority- may, if 
they think fit, present a petition under their seal to the Local Govern- 
ment Board. The petition shall state the lands intended to be taken, 
and the purposes for which they are required ; and the names of the 
owners, lessees, and occupiers of lands who have assented, dissented, 
or are neuter in respect of the taking such lands, or who have returned 
no answer to the notice ; it shall pray that the Sanitary Authority, 
may, with reference to such lands, be allowed to put in force tlie 
powers of the Lands Clauses Acts with respect to the purchase and 
taking of lands otherwise than by agreement, and such prayer shall be 
supported by such evidence as tbe Local Government Board requires. 

( 4 .) On the receipt of such petition, and on due proof of the proper adver- 
tisementshaving been published, and notices served, the Local Govern- 
ment Board shall take such petition into consideration, and may either 
dismiss the same, or direct a local inquiry as to the propriety of assent- 
ing to the prayer of such petition ; but until such inquiry has been 
made no provisional order shall be made affecting any lands without 
the consent of the owners, lessees, and occupiers thereof. 
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(5.) After the completion of such inquiry the Local Government Board may, 
by provisional order, empower the Sanitary Authority to put in force, 
with reference to the lands referred to in such order, the powers of the 
Lands Clauses Acts with respect to the purchase and taking of lands 
otherwise than by agreement, or any of them, and either absolutely 
or with such conditions and modifications as the Board may think lit, 
and it shall be the duty of the Sanitary Authority to serve a copy of 
any order so made in the manner and on the person in which and oil 
whom notices in respect of such lands are required to he served. 
Provided that the notices by this section required to be given in the months of 
November and December may be given in the months of September and October, 
or of October and November, but m either of such last-mentioned cases an in- 
quiry preliminary to the provisional order to which such notices refer, shall not be 
held until the expiration of one month from the last day of the second of the two 
months in which the notices are given ; mid any notices or orders by this section 
required to be served on a number of persons having any right in, over, or on 
lands in common, may be served on any three or more of such persons oil behalf 
of all such persons. 

The following are copies of the Standing Orders of Parliament referred to in 
the above Instructions : — 

Standing Order No. 39 (House of Commons) : — 

‘ l Whanever plans, sections, or books of reference are deposited in the case of 
an application to any public department, for a Provisional Order or a Provisional 
Certificate, duplicates of the said document shall, at the same time, be deposited 
in the Private Bill Office; provided that with regard to such deposits as arc so 
made at any public department after the prorogation of Parliament, and before 
the 30th day of November in any year such duplicates shall be so deposited on 
the 30th day of November.” 

Standing Order No. 39 (House of Lords) requires a similar deposit in the 
Office of the Cleric of the Parliaments. 

38. In the case of any Bill which contains power to take compulsorily or by 
agreement in any parish in the metropolis twenty or more houses, or as regards 
England and Wales, exclusive of the metropolis, in any city, borough, or other 
Urban Sanitary District, or in any parish or part of a parish, not being within 
an Urban Sanitary District, or in Scotland in any district within the meaning of 
the Public Health (Scotland) Act, 1867, or in Ireland in any Urban Sanitary 
District, as defined by the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, ten or more 
houses, occupied either wholly or partially by persons belonging to the labour- 
ing class, as defined in Order 111, as tenants or lodgers, the promoters shall 
deposit in the Office of the Clerk of the Parliaments and at the Office of the 
Central Authority, as defined in Order 111, on or before the 31st day of 
December, a statement of the number, description, and situation of such houses, 
and a copy of so much of the plan (if any), as relates thereto.

Extract from the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1871 (34 & 35 
Yic., c. 109). 

Sec. 16. Every Auditor shall, iu respect of each audit under this Act, be 
paid out of the funds of the town in respect of which such audit shall have been 
held, such reasonable remuneration, not being less than Two Guineas for every 
day in which he is employed in such audit, ns the Governing Body of such town 
may from time to time appoint, together with bis expenses of travelling to and 
from the place of audit. 



Extract from the Looal Government Board (Ireland) Act, 1872 
(35 & 36 Vic., c. 69). 

Sec. 6. From and after the passing of this Act any Auditor of Poor Law 
Unions in Ireland who shall be appointed to Audit the accounts of other public 
bodies in addition to the accounts of the Boards of Guardians of Unions, shall not 
receive for that duty remuneration beyond the amount of his yearly salary, any 
enactment to the contrary notwithstanding, and every such enactment is hereby 
repealed, and the number of such Auditors and the amount of their salaries 
shall be such as the Local Government Board shall determine from time to time 
with the approval of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury.
